LONDON, Jan. 26.—A fierce gale 
raging over the whole of the Brit- 
ish Isles today damaged shipping 
and strewed wreckage everywhere 
inland. Four men were dead and 
many persons suffered injuries at- 
tributed to the icy winds, bitter 
cold, heavy snow and hailstorms. 

Two men were still missing 
aboard the Latvian steamer Gauga, 
which was blown out to sea last 
midnight as she put in for Blyth 
Harbor. The snow and hail in the 
interior combined with falling 
trees, toppled by the gale, to block 
many roads. A number of build- 
ings were wrecked. An air liner 
was crossing the English Channel 
when the luggage compartment was 
ripped open by the wind, which 
reached 88 miles an hour, and bars 
of gold valued at approximately 
$30,000, as well as othe: articles, 
were missing when she landed at 
Essex. It was thought they fell 
into the sea off Kent.

BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 26.— 
Huey P. Long, pop-eyed, red-headed 
dictator of Louisiana, definitely as- 
pires to be dictator of the United 
States. After listening to his plans 
and examining the record of his 
acts, no other conclusion is reason- 
able. Huey does not say so in so 


Many words. He says: 

“The only way under God's shin- 
ing sun to keep Huey Long out of 
the White House is for the United 
States to adopt Huey Long’s pro- 
gram. I intend to do for the peo- 
ple of the whole country what I 
have done for the people of 
Louisiana.” 

Elsewhere the statement may 
evoke snickers. There was a time 
when Louisiana laughed at Long.., 
His wild locks and rolling eyes, his 
grotesque gestures, his crude speech 
and cruder manners, all conspire 
to present him as a comic char- 
acter. The name “Huey” is funny. 
But Louisiana stopped laughing 
long ago. 

Examples of His Power. 


A local politician, once powerful, 
sits behind the bars of the cell to 
which the dictator casually con- 
signed him this morning, to be held 
incommunicado until next Friday. 
This man is not under indictment. 
No warrant was issued for him. He 
was not formally charged with any 
offense. He had, said a witness, 
plotted with other local officials to 
assassinate Long with bombs and 
machine guns on the road between 
Baton Rouge and New-Orleans last 
night. The witness is a former stool 
pigeon for the Federal Government 
in narcotic cases. This does not 
mean that his testimony is incred- 
ible. There are many who would 
rejoice to have the dictator mur- 
dered. 

There is nothing funny in this 
situation. Powerful newspapers, 
whose editorial pages once sneered 
at “the Shreveport. clown,” and 
whose news columns gleefully re- 
produced his grammatical errors, 
now ponder their chances of sur- 
vival under a new Long law which 
taxes advertising receipts, and 
which certainly can be used to de- 
stroy any or all of them unless it 
is upset in the Federal courts. “A 
tax on lyin’,” Long calls it. ‘Lyin’ 
newspapers,” is one of his favorite 
phrases. 

“l’ve Beat "Em and Beat ’Em.” 


Some allusion was made to the 
special session .of the Legislature, 
called last month by Gov. O. K. Al- 
len on Long’s orders, at which the 
Senator-dictator rammed 34 bills 
through without the formality of 
having them read. 

“So that makes me a dictator!” 
he snorted. Then he proceeds to 
show, in his own way, why it 
doesn’t make him a dictator. 

“Those laws were opposed by ev- 
ery daily newspaper in the State of 
Loozyanna. (That is how he pro- 
nounces it.) They were opposed 
by the old New Orleans ring and 
the city government of New Or- 
leans. They were opposed by the 
associations of commerce, the 
chambers of commerce, the boards 
of trade, alliances, the Rotary Club 
and every other club on the face 
of the earth. The result was that 
they were approved by the people 
of Loozyanna by a vote of 7 to 1. 
And that makes me a dictator! 

“I’ve beat 'em and ‘beat ’em and 
beat ’em, until it gets monotonous. 
I’ve beat the newspapers, the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Loozyanna, the 
banks, the public utilities and the 
corporations. And what has been 
done here can be done in nearly 
every other state in the whole dad- 
gummed Union.” 

Thinks Roosevelt Will Fail. 

Long is definitely staking his fu- 
ture on the conviction that the 
Roosevelt administration will end in 
disaster. He is one of the very few 
men high in public life who has had 
the hardihood to make that deci- 
sion, and act on it. He believes 
that when Roosevelt fails the coun- 
try will turn to him as its last hope 
of salvation. Already he has at- 
tacked the administration in the 
Senate and over the radio. 

Do Long’s resources seem meager 
for such a grandiose adventure? 
It is easy for outsiders to under- 
estimate them. As a stump speak- 
er he probably is the most effective 
rabble-rouser in America today. 
On the radiv he is not only aq spell- 
binder, but a superb entertainer. 
Moreover, he has just acquired a 
high-power radio station, capable 
of reaching nearly every state in 
the country, and can have unlimit- 
ed time on it. It has been acquired 
by Louisiana State University— 
better known, perhaps, as “My 
University.” 

Like every successful politician, 
Long appreciates the necessity of 
organization. How can he hope to

Conflicting Testimony Over 


Steering Gear at Inquiry 
—Sea Calm, Night Clear 
at Time of Crash — 35 


Known Dead.

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.—Conflict- 
ing testimony was presented today 
at the Government investigation 
into the crash of the Ward liner 
Mohawk with the freighter Talis- 
man in an open sea on a calm 
night off the Jersey coast. 

There are 35 dead listed in the 
disaster Thursday night. The to- 
tals are as follows:

Missing 9 10 
Conflict in Testimony. 


Capt. Edmund Wang of the Talis- 
man told the United States inspec- 
tion board: “She (the Mohawk) was 
sheering in toward us. It must 
have been his steering gear. 
Couldn't think of a seafaring man 
making such qa maneuver. I said, 
‘I bet his steering gear is gone.’” 

Chief Officer Cort N. Pedersen 
of the Mohawk testified that both 
the intricate mechanism controlling 
the rudder and the telegraph be- 
tween bridge and engine room 
failed suddenly when the two ves- 
sels crashed Thursday night off 
the New Jersey coast. 


The cause of this mechanical 
breakdown remained unexplained, 
The Mohawk’s chief officer said he 
was certain there was no sabotage. 

Another Mohawk officer, Chief 
Engineer Claude B. Martin, insist- 
ed that to his knowledge there was 
nothing amiss with the steering 
gear. Listed among the missing be- 
fore he appeared at the hearing, 
Martin testified he was not on the 
bridge when the vessels collided. 


The Mohawk and the freighter 
crashed with a terrific impact at 
right angles, Capt. Wang testified. 
There was'no warning blast from 
the liner’s whistle, he asserted, un- 
til she was about 50 feet away and 
the collision inevitable. 

Rudder “Working Properly.” 

A member of Capt. Wang’s crew, 
following him on te stand, dif- 
fered materially with the testimony 
about the Mohawk’s steering ap- 
paratus, Speaking through an in- 
terpreter, Second Officer Olaf Nan- 
nestad asserted the liner’s rudder 
seemed to be working properi,y im- 
mediately after the collision. 

It was asserted, however, that 
the Mohawk crew meanwhile had 
succeeded in rigging up the emer- 
gency steering equipment. 

The key witness, -who probably 
could solve the mystery of a col- 
lision on a clear night in a calm 
sea—Capt. Joseph E. Wood of the 
Mohawk—was missing. He appar- 
ently went down with his ship. 


“Why didn’t you lower your life- 
boats?” the Talisman master was 
asked. 

“The captain of the Mohawk in- 
formed us over the radio he did 
not want our boats lowered,” was 
his reply. 


The radio log was examined ant 
no such message was found and 
Capt. Wang declared he had used 
his own judgment in not lowering 
the boats. 

Capt. Karl C. Neilson, of the 
inspection service, was openly crit- 
ical of the Talisman’s failure to 
bring in any survivors and because 
the freighter backed away after 
the collision. 


Capt. Wang declared repeated 
shouts to the Mohawk bridge failed 
to bring any response and _ that, 
therefore, he ordered his = vessel 
astern. 

“When you first sighted the Mo- 
hawk, how did she appear to you?” 
Capt. Nielson asked Wang. 

“She was astern and I saw two 
white lights high over the Shote 
light. We were going in the same 
direction and the Mohawk was 
gaining on us.” 

“How fast were you traveling?” 
“About 12% knots.”

TS TESTIMONY 

IN THE KELLEY 
AIDNAPING TRIAL 


Defense of Felix McDon- 
ald to Open Tomorrow, 
Apparently Will Be That 
Doctor Was Party 
Fake Abduction.

VICTIM QUIZZED 
ON THIS LINE 


Denies He Visited Gam- 
bling Houses and De- 


clares He Was Always 
Guarded by Armed Men 
While Held Captive. - 


The State rested yesterday in the 
trial of Felix McDonald, a con- 
vict charged with kidnaping Dr. 
Isaac D: Kelley for ransom on April 
20, 1931. Court was adjourned until 
tomorrow, when the defense will 
present its witnesses. 

To spectators who crowded Judge 
Nolte’s courtroom at Clayton for 
the sixth day of the trial, the most 
dramatic episode occurred near the 
close of the cross-examination of 
Dr. Kelley. He had been’ under 
questioning by Verne R. C. Lacy of 
defense counsel for almost four 
hours Friday afternoon, and again 
was on the stand for more than an 
hour yesterday. 

Defense Indicated. 

It was during the closing phases 
of the cross-examination that Lacy 
suddenly veered into the line of 
questioning which has pointed to 
the indicated defense to be set up 
for McDonald. This is the conten- 
tion that Dr. Kelley was not kid- 
naped at all, but entered into a 
plan to be “ostensibly kidnaped,” 
with the understanding that part 
of the ransom was to be used in 
paying debts to East Side gamblers. 

This contention was advanced by 
Lacy last Monday in a motion for 
a continuance, in which he argued 
that time was needed to get the 
testimony of Al Grady, an Iowa 
convict, in support of the “osten- 
sible kidnaping” defense. Judge 
Nolte overruled the motion. 

As this part of the cross-exam- 
ination was begun, Dr. Kelley 
straightened in his chair and faced 
Lacy eye to eye, his mouth set, 
his answers even but emphatic. He 
denied that he had ever been in 
an East St. Louis gambling resort 
in his life, repeated several times, 
in incisive terms, that he was never 
out of the custody of armed men 
from the time he was seized until 
he was released. The passage in- 
jected a dramatic note into the pro- 
ceedings. Jurors and spectators 
leaned forward in their chairs to 
follow the proceedings more closely 
and did not relax again until Dr. 
Kelley had left the stand. 

Irresponsible “Inside Story.” 

This line of questioning by Lacy 
about matters not touched upon 
in any evidence recalled the recent 
circulation of an irresponsible pub- 
lication in the form of a tabloid 
newspaper labeled “Crime News,” 
which gave a fantastic version of 
what purported to be “the inside 
story” of the Kelley kidnaping. 

Investigation showed that it was 
printed in the small job-printing 
office of Abraham and _ Isadore 
Moinester, brothers, at 711 North 
Seventeenth street. It». bore the 
name of E. L. Wilson, 466 North 
Twenty-fourth street, East St. 
Louis, as “author and publisher.” 
At one time Wilson worked for a 
private detective agency, and at 
another time he drove a wagon for 
a cleaning and dyeing firm. He has 
been on the public relief roll in 
East St. Louis for the last year. 

After Dr. Kelley had left the wit- 
ness stand, Associate Prosecuting 
Attorney Wolfe carried his case 
briskly to its conclusion. The testi- 
mony of six witnesses, all corrobora- 
tive of the statements of more im- 
portant witnesses who had already 
appeared, was offered, and with 
the last the State rested at 2:23 
o'clock. 

Kelley’s Cross-Examination. 

Cross-examination of Dr. Kelley 
had been going along somewhat 
dully, with Lacy veering from one 
subject to another, when the de- 
fense attorney suddenly began his 
series of questions bearing on the 
“ostensible kidnaping” defense. His 
first question in this phase was 
whether Dr. Kelley had _ testified 
that he arrived on the East Side of 
the Mississippi River on Tuesday 
night or Wednesday morning, fol- 
lowing the kidnaping. 

“Wednesday morning,” was the 
reply. “I don’t know precisely what 
time.” 

“Were you ever at liberty while

MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 26.—Against a 


friend’s counsel, Mrs. Margaret Bell 
of New York wore jewels she val- 
ued at “probably a quarter of a 
million’ to the Hialeah Park horse 
races this afternoon. She was 
stripped of them tonight by two 
masked men who entered her 
elaborate suite in the Miami-Bilt- 
more Hotel, pistols drawn. 

Mrs. Bell, wife of J. E. Bell, for- 
mer New York stock broker, and 
Harry Content, an active New York 
broker, were tied hand and foot 


but not hurt. 
Mrs. Bell listed her losses as four 


pearl necklaces and two rings, a 
bracelet and a wrist watch, all 
platinum and set with diamonds. 
They were insured, she told police, 
for $350,000. A member of Mrs. 
Bell’s party described the diamond 
in one ring as “one of the largest 
square stones in the world.” 

Mrs. Bell screamed and an alarm 
was telephoned to the hotel lobby, 
four floors down, but the robbers 
escaped. 

Mrs. Bell, with Content and Dr. 
Howard W. Blake, New York dcn- 
tal surgeon, and Mrs. Blake, had 
returned from Hialeah to the hotel 
in suburban Coral Gables only 20 
minutes earlier. 

“Give Us That Jewelry.” 


“T was in my sitting room read- 
ing when the two men walked in, 
handkerchiefs up to their eyes and 
holding pistols. I thought it was a 
joke,” Mrs. Bell said afterward. 
“‘No foolin,’ one said, ‘Give us that 
jewelry.’ I was removing it when 
Mr. Content walked in from the 
next room.” 


Content took up the narrative, 
announcing that the entire party 
was “going to a night club—as if 
nothing had happened.” He said: 

“T heard talking in the room and 
entered to see Mrs. Bell stripping 
her jewelry. ‘Here, you—.,’ I yelled 
at the men, but Mrs. Bell pleaded 
with me to let them have what 
they wanted. 

“They forced her to lie face down 
on the settee and tied her hands 
and: feet with rope like sash cord 
which they had brought with them. 

“I offered to be tied in a chair, 
but one of them prodded me with 
his pistol and forced me to lie face 
down on the floor and tied me.” 

Mrs. Bell’s maid was in the ad- 
joining bedroom and heard what 
was going on. She locked herself 
in the bathroom and pounded on a 
wall between Mrs. Bell’s suite and 
the suite of Dr. and Mrs. Blake. 

“There’s q robbery going on in 
here!” she shouted. 


Dentist Continues the Story. 


Here Dr. Blake took up the story! 
“T heard a scream and a moment 


later the maid’s yell and I started | 


for the corridor, but my _ wife 
stopped me and urged me to tele- 
phone the lobby instead. It seemed 
minutes before I could get the clerk 
and make him understand, Then, 
apparently, it was too late. 

“T had advised Mrs. Bell against 
wearing her jewels to the track.” 

Content described the robbers as 
“well dressed, youngish, not the 
sort to attract attention here.” 

“T had just sent my man down- 
stairs on an errand,” he said, “when 
I heard them talking to Mrs. Bell.” 

Mrs. Bell said her valuation of 
the jewelry was “probably what it 
could have been sold for—not what 
it could be bought for,” hence the 
higher insurance figure.

$3,767,000 Spent, Farley KRe- 
ports to Congress.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Post- 

master-General James A. Farley 

made his report today to the House 


and Senate Postoffice committees 
on the cost of flying the air mail 
last winter and spring with Army 
Air Corps planes and pilots. 

In lives, the cost was 12; in inju- 
ries, five; in money, $3,767,355; in 
accidents, which ranged in serious- 
ness from minor damage to planes 
to destruction of machines and 
death of pilots, 69. 

Farley accompanied the _ report 
with a brief letter stating it was 
in compliance with the ‘cengres- 
sional authorization for using the 
army flying force after cancelation 
of private contracts. 

Of the total] cost, $2,249,004 was 
paid by the Postoffice Department, 
the War Department absorbing 
costs of personnel, depreciation and 
overhauls, amounting to $1,518,351. 
Wrecks and damage to planes from 
February to May, when the army 
flew the mail, cost $517,559, the 
report said.

BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 26.— 
Outnumbered in men and surpassed 
in equipment, more than 100 armed 
citizens who had assembled at the 
parish airport either surrendered to 
Huey P. Long’s national guards- 
men or fled into a wood late today. 

The anti-Long group, with shot- 
guns, rifles and pistols, had backed 
up to form a battle line in front of 
the wood near here, while the 
troops, throwing themselves flat on 
the ground after each rush forward, 
advanced slowly with military equip- 
ment, including machine guns. 

The citizens, who had crouched 
behind their automobiles, one by 
one began to get into their ma- 
chines and drive to the center of 
the. field, where they surrendered 
to Col. E. P. Roy, who was in 
charge of the troops. Those who 
surrendered were disarmed and 
then released under technical ar- 
rest after their names were ‘taken, 

The affair at the airport fol- 
lowed an exciting day in which 
Gov. O. K. Allen proclaimed mar- 
tial law in Baton Rouge parish fol- 
lowing the seizure of the court- 
house of East Baton Rouge parish 
by anti-Long men. The armed 
group left the courthouse after 
three hours, and Senator Long be- 
ban an investigation of what he 
said was a plot to murder him. 


Cautious Maneuvers. 


The group began to form on the 
field about 4 o'clock, and within a 
short time at least 100 were there 
under the command of Ernest 
Bourgeois, president of the Anti- 
Long Square Deal Association. 

For a time it appeared neither 
side would weaken. The forces ma- 
neuvered cautiously, their guns 
poised. 

The. first troops, about 60 men, 
came in six automobiles. They de- 
ployed on the smooth airfield, lying 
face down with rifles pointed 
toward the citizens: 

“We are under martial law and 
we are going to arrest all of them,” 
said Col. Roy. The citizens gave no 
sign of retreating. 

About 500 yards separated the 
combatants. The soldiers were de- 
ployed in a line about a quarter of 
a mile long. 

Col. Roy ordered out another 
company of riflemen and a gas 
bomb company. 

The soldiers advanced to the edge 
of the airfield. Machine guns were 
assembled. Then the citizens gave 
up. 

One Man Wounded. 

A man identified at a hospital as 
George N. Allessi, 36 years old, of 
Independence, La., a member of the 
Tangipahoa Parish police jury, was 
wounded by a shotgun pellets that 
entered his body just above the 
heart, in the abdomen and in the 
back. Since none ofthe soldiers was 
armed with a shotgun, it was pre- 
sumed he had wounded himself ac- 
cidentally, or had been shot acci- 
dentally by a companion. 

A hundred or more men, women 
and children gathered about the 
field after the surrender. Someone 
yelled, “There he is! There is the 
spy!” and pointed to a man. 

The crowd, believing he was re- 
sponsible for notifying the guards- 
men that the civilians were gather- 
ing at the airfield, rushed at the 
man, knocked him down, tore his 
clothing and trampled on him, 
Guardsmen rushed to resuce him, 
but were ordered to fall back and

SET-UP OF THREE

Rear Admiral Peoples to. 


Head That of Projects; 
Ickes Would Handle Only 
Those Under Him.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. — In a 
move to head off rising opposition 
to the $4,880,000.000 public works 
relief bill, word was sent to Con- 
gress today from the White House 
that President Roosevelt himself 
would allocate the fund. 

Democrats and Republicans in 
the Senate were objecting to the 
vast power the bill would give the 


President to delegate authority to 
subordinates. A White House con- 
ference was held between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Senator Byrnes 
(Dem.), South Carolina, one of the 
executive's close advisors. 

At the White House it was said 
authoritatively that Mr. Roosevelt 
personally would administer the 
fund instead of Secretary Ickes, 
who handled the first $3,300,000,000 
public works program. It was 
added that existing Government 
agencies would handle allocations 
wmade by presidential direction. 
Under stich procedure, Ickes, as 
Secretary of Interior, would direct 
only allotments to that department. 


Republican Conference. 


Senate Republicans, meanwhile, 
held a conference on the relief 
program and agreed to contest sec- 
tions of the measures which would 
give President Roosevelt wide dis- 
cretion in the use of the fund. They 
will meet again after the Senate 
Appropriations Committee acts on 
the measure and determine then 
what attitude they will take toward 
the bill when it comes up for con- 
sideration probably late next week. 

Senator McNary of Oregon, the 
Republican leader, said after the 
conference that “it is my under- 
standing that Rear Admiral Chris- 
tian J. Peoples (chief of the Treas- 
ury’s procurement division), will be 
the administrator of the program 
and that he is to work through the 
present set-up now administered by 
Secretary Ickes and Relief Admin- 
istrator Hopkins.” 


Democrats’ Understanding. 


This was not the exact under- 
standing of the situation held by 
administration chieftains. As ex- 
plained by these leaders, the set- 
up would be: 

A co-ordinated agency composed 
of three divisions, projects, allot- 
ments and supervisory inspection, 
to be created, with Rear Admiral 
Peoples to head the first; 

Federal and non-Federal proj- 
ects and allotments to be recom- 
mended to President Roosevelt, 
who would select them and fix the 
allotments; 

Each Federal department.to han- 
die its own projects. 

Senator Byrns said Army engi- 
neers would continue to handle riv- 
er and harbor improvements; the 
Bureau of Public Roads under the 
Agriculture Department would pass 
on highway construction, and allct- 
ments for reclamation and soil ero- 
sion would be handled by Ickes as 
Secretary of Interior. 

Senator Glass (Dem.) Virginia, 
chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee, called a meeting for 
Monday, when hearings will be ar- 
ranged. 

Republicans are insisting that 
Ickes and Relief Administrator 
Hopkins, as well as Secretary Mor- 
genthau and Admiral Peoples, be 
called to testify on the program, 
which is designed to take 3,500,000 
men off relief rolls and put them to 
work. 

Byrnes said he was willing all 
those who know anything about the 
program should be called but he 
was going to protest if the Repub- 
licans insisted upon hearing every- 
body. 

MecNary’s Statement. 


“We discussed the $4,880,000.000 
work relief bill,” McNary said aft- 
er the Republican conference.

Another child, it is alleged, she put 
out of the way because its crying 
bothered her. The woman also is 
accused of preparing the poison 
and selling it to other women of 
the village who wished to destroy 
their husbands. 

Behind these many murders, the 
prosecution contends, is a story of 
horror and persecution. Police in- 
vestigators say they have uncov- 
ered evidence tending to show that 
possibly hundreds of unsuspecting 
husbands have been poisoned se- 
cretly, by slow degrees, by their 
wives, who administered the deadly 
stuff in food in small regular quan- 
tities. The victims, the police say, 
died lingering deaths. 

Thus far police have exhumed 30 
bodies of persons who died under 
allegedly mysterious circumstances. 

The wholesale poisoning, the po- 
lice said, has been going on for 
years and only came to light when 
a physician discovered that one of 
his male patients was = suffering 
from poisoning.

The essence of the “conspiracy” 
testimony was: 

That the group of officers and 
citizens named allegedly engaged 
Songy to “tip them off” on wheth- 
er Long had machine guns in his 
hotel suite. 
That Songy was given weapons 
and gas bambs and instructions to 
block Long’s automobile on the 
highway with his machine until a 
‘group of men could rush up and 
“kill the dictator.” 
That. Songy, after being arrested 
two nights ago, told Long of the 
“plot.”

THOUSANDS OF WORKERS VIEW 
BODY OF VALERIAN KUIBESHEFF 


Soviet Leaders to Place Ashes of 
One of Russia’s “Big Ten” in 
Kremlin Wall Niche. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 26.—Thousands of 
workers trudged through Moscow’s 
great Hall of the Columns today to 
look upon the body of Valerian Kui- 
besheff, second member of Russia's 
“big Ten” to die in the last two 
months. 

Kuibesheff, 47 years old, died yes- 
terday of arterio-sclerosis. He was 
vice-president of the Council of 
People’s Commissars and member 
of the political bureau of 10 which 
guides the Communist party and 
the Soviet Union. His death came 
as the seventh All-Union Soviet 
Congress was to start and caused 
its postponem@nt for three days, 
and followed close on the assassina- 
tion at Leningrad Dec. 1 of Sergei 
Kiroff, another “big ten” member. 

Kuibesheff’s body will be cremat- 
ed tonight and the ashes borne to- 
morrow afternoon to Red Square, 
where Dictator Stalin and other 
leaders will place the burial urn 
in its niche in the Kremlin Wall. 

Kuibesheff was foremost in carry- 
ing through the first and second 
five-year plans, and has been called 
“the first Commissar of industrial- 
ization.” 


U. $. STANDARDS FAVORED 
FOR LABELING CANNED GOODS 


Both Consumers and Retailers in 
City Prefer Federal Specifica- 
tions, Survey Shows. 


Consumers and retailers in the 
St. Louis trade area favor the la- 
beling of canned goods to indicate 


the grade according to standards 
established by the Federal Govern- 
ment, according to a survey recent- 
ly completed by the Consumers’ 
Concil of St. Louis. 

The survey reported that general- 
ly the consumer and the retailer 
have no knowledge as to the grade 
of the canned goods they  pur- 
chase, as the labels are not marked, 
although the gooas is graded under 
Federal standards when it is 
packed. It was noted that ware- 
house receipts must carry the grade 
before a bank will make a loan on 
the goods in storage. 

The survey brought out that three- 
fourths of the canned goods sold 
by the retailers interviewed were 
not ludeled as to the grade. The 
other fourth carried such designa- 
tions of grade as “fancy,” “choice,” 
or “standard,” but without relation- 
ship to the Federal standard. 

Dr. Max Lerner of the Consumers 
Division of the NRA in Washing- 
ton, will discuss the subject of 
grade labelling of canned goods at 
the Council’s institute on “The Con- 
sumer and the Cost of Living” at 
St. Louis University School of Law 
on Feb. 7.

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become head of the national Gov- 
ernment without a national organ- 
ization? The answer is that he al- 
ready has one. It consists of the 
network of “Share Our Wealth” 
clubs which have been formed 
throughout the country at his in- 
stigation. In less than a year they 
have enrolled approximately 4,000,- 
000 members—twice the population 
of Louisiana—and are multiplying 
like magic. 

The foundation of this move- 
ment is a pamphlet composed by 
Huey himself. As is the case with 
most of his proposals, it is beauti- 
fully simple. It sets forth that if 
the national wealth were equally 
divided, there would be $15,000 for 
every family. Therefore, with ev- 
ery show of restraint, it proposes 
that a division be effected by law 
which would give each family not 
less than $5000. This could be ac- 
complished, it states, through a re- 
vision of the Federal income and 
inheritance tax laws. 


With requests for more detail, 
Huey is impatient. That does not 
harmonize with his time-tried 
methods. He does not believe in 
taxing the voter’s mind with too 
many complications. During Up- 
ton Sinclair’s unsuccessful cam- 
paign in California, Huey remarked 
to a local friend: “I’m for Sinclair, 
but he don’t go about it the right 
way. Too many details. That'll get 
him in trouble.” 

Reaching Into Other States. 
Long’s descriptions of his plans 
for the future are purposely vague, 
but there can be no doubt about 
the course which he has plotted for 
the near future. He expects to 
elect “Long men” as Governors 
and members of Congress in every 
State where his “Share Our 
Wealth” clubs have sufficient vot- 
ing strength to make that possible. 
That is, he will ask the voters in 
all those states to support candi- 
dates who accept the “Share Our 
Wealth” program, and defeat those 
who do not. 


To give a couple of interesting 
examples, he has decided that Sen- 
ator Joe Robinson, Arkansas, the 
majority leader in the Senate, and 
Pat Harrison, veteran Democratic 
Senator from Mississippi, shal] not 
be re-elected. He said so frankly 
last night. His enmity against 
them dates from the beginning of 
his term in the Senate. Huey 
never forgets an enemy. 

“I won’t even have to go to their 
states to lick ’em,” he remarked, 
contemptuously. “All I got to do is 
send out the word. Take it from 
me, they’re not goin’ back.” 

Such an attitude may seem vain- 
glorious unless one _ recalls what 
happened in Robinson’s own Ar- 
kansas, when Mrs, Hattie Caraway 
was a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for the Senate. A shy, 
drab, black-shawled little woman, 
with no experience as a campaign- 
er, she was expected to run a poor 
last in a field of five—until Huey 
appeared on the _ scene with his 
sound trucks. She received more 
votes than her four opponents 
combined, and nearly all of them 


came from the counties where 
Huey had spoken. 
A Shrewd Lawyer. 
His homely language manners 


are partly deliberate, and partly the 
result of habit. Instead of the un- 
tutored hillbilly which he pretends 
to be, Long is one of the most as- 
tute lawyers in the country, and 
has won notable victories in the 
United States Supreme Court 
against distinguished opponents. 


It is difficult to say which is 
more remarkable, his mental or 
physical endurance. Last night this 
writer sat in the studio of the 
State University radio station, and 
heard Long broadcast for an hour 
and three-quarters. He didn’t have 
a note to read from, and he never 
hesitated for a word. He answered 
scores of telegrams and letters. He 
told funny stories and made several 
stump speeches. His language was 
rough. To a truck driver who had 
written to complain of a $3 license 
fee, he said: 

“When I got to be Governor of 
the State of Loozyanna, the fee was 
$54, and you had to drive over dirt 
roads and pay a 50-cent ferry fee. 
Now you pay $3 and drive over 60- 
foot concrete highways and _ free 
bridges. A feller that would belly- 
ache over that ought to be in hell 
with his back broke.”

Foreign Policy Association 
Finds Feeling State De- 
partment Makes or Un- 
makes Governments. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. — The 
Commission on Cuban Affairs of 
the Foreign Policy Association said 
today there was widespread antag- 
onism in Cuba against the United 
States because of the belief there 
that the State Department here still 
was making and unmaking Cuban 


governments. 

The Commission generally 
praised the efforts of the Roosevelt 
Administration to assist Cuba in 
the economic field, but found much 
to criticise in the political rela- 
tionships of the two countries, and 
expressed the hope that “the am- 
biguous activities of American Dip- 
lomats in influencing the internal 
composition of Cuban governments 
will come to an end.” 

Composed of widely known Am- 
erican educators and writers, the 
Commission was organized in re- 
sponse to an invitation from Presi- 
dent Carlos Mendieta and spent 
most of last year preparing its re- 
port. It was headed by Ramon 
Leslie Buell, President of the For- 
eign Policy Association. 

The report said the only alterna- 
tive to further chaos in Cuba was 
the inauguration of a social and 
an economic reconstruction pro- 
gram.

Failure of Recognition. 


Although the report found that 
original American mediation be- 
tween President Machado and the 
opposition may have been justified, 
it declared there was no justifica- 
tion for the course followed by the 
United States during the four- 
month term of Ramon Grau San 
Martin in the. presidency. The 
United States failed to recognize 
Grau and he subsequently fell in 
favor of the present administration 
which Buell said might be drifting 
toward a dictatorship. 

Reporting that Welles aggres- 
sively opposed recognition of Grau, 
the report said: “Whatever the de- 
fects of Grau’s government, they 
did not in the opinion of the com- 
mission, justify the course followed 
by the United States. Had Wash- 
ington followed a policy of neutral- 
ity toward the Grau regime, it 
would either have succeeded in 
gaining the support of the more 
stable elements in the country or 
left office without involving in any 
manner the -responsibility of the 
United States.” 

“Creature of American Diplomacy.” 

The commission reported consid- 
erable bitterness had been caused 
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in Cuba by the belief that the 
American Government caused 
Grau’s overthrow, and said today 
even some of Grau’s enemies ad- 
mitted he was the only President 
who had attempted to help the 
“submerged majority.” 

“The resentment of many Cubans 
has been increased by the accusa- 
tion that the Mendieta coalition, 
which succeeded Grau, was and is 
largely the creature of American 
diplomacy, and consequently many 
Cubans doubt whether termination 
of the Platt amendment marks the 
end of American intervention in 
their affairs. 

“They fear that such intervention 
may be continued in other and less 
responsible forms, and that the 
present government will stay in of- 
fice only so long as it enjoys Amer- 
ican favor.” 

The commission drew the con- 
clusion that American interference 
in an internal revolutionary strug- 
gle was a factor in Cuba’s present 
dilemma, reported there were con- 
tinuing acts of disorder, and de- 
clared “the spirit of constructive 
patriotism which dominated the is- 
land more than a year ago has giv- 
en way to a sense of frustration, 
which had led to new terrorism.” 

Remedies Suggested. 

The report recommended that to 
avoid future criticism, the United 
States should adopt a policy of rec- 
ognition, not based on questioning 
of the right of the Cubans to 
change their government when 
they desired; surrendering of the 
American naval lease at Guantana. 
mo, and restriction of the use of 
troops and marines in time of dis- 
order to the specific purpose of 
evacuating foreigners from the dis- 
turbed area. : 

The commisison said there was 
no strategic value in retaining 
Quantanamo and declared its opin- 
ion the United States “should se- 
riously consider whether its reten- 
tion will not cost more in political 
misunderstanding than it is worth 
in military strategy.” 

The report recommended a broad 
program of agrarian, reform, agri- 
cultural diversification, education, 
restriction of the sugar industry, 
and regulation of light, power, tele- 
phone, railway and highway sys- 
tems,

About 400,000 in Leased Properties

Operators and employes of filling 
stations under lease from major oil 
companies, and handling the com- 
panies’ products, have been ad- 
judged employes of the major com- 
panies and hence subject to hour 


and wage limitations under the pe- 
troleum code, in an interpretation 
given Jan. 16 by the Petroleum La- 
bor Policy Board at Washington.

He and Dr. S. A. Queen Ad- 
dress Maternal Health 


‘Association. 


Removal of legal restrictions on 
the dissemination of information 
concerning birth control was advo- 
cated by Bishop William Scarlett 
and Dr. Stuart A. Queen of the 
départment of sociology at Wash- 
ington University at the third 
annual meeting of the Maternal 
Health Association of Missouri at 
the Park Plaza Hotel yesterday. 

A resolution urging that infor- 
mation on birth control be made 
available to families on relief was 
adopted. Copies will be sent to lo 
cal, State and national relief agen- 
cies and to the American Birth Con- 
trol League, with which the asso- 
ciation is affiliated. About 150 per- 
sons attended the meeting. 

Mrs. Samuel McPheeters, who 
presided, in supporting the resolu- 
tion, characterized birth control as 
“a new line of defense against 
publicly supported dependents.” 

Bishop Scarlett told of the favor- 
able attitude toward birth control 
taken by many churches ,which “no 
longer ignore the importance of 
control of the growth and quality 
of our population and recognize 
that control of the size of the fam- 
ily, spacing of children and volun- 
tary parenthod,” are justified. 

Approved in England. 

He described how the issue was 
met at the international Lambeth 
Conference of Episcopalian Bish- 
ops in England in 1930, when the 
movement was approved by a vote 
of 193 to 67. He said the clergy- 
men there were impressed by sta- 
tistics on how frequent child bear- 
ing adversely affected the health 
of mothers, at the same time in- 
creasing infant mortality.. 

Figures showed that in families 
having one child a year, 146 of ev- 
ery 1000 babies died and that where 
a baby was born every two years, 
the mortality rate dropped to 98 
for each 1000, he said. 

The inconsistency of the Govern- 
ment’s intolerant attitude toward 
dissemination of birth control in- 
formation, as compared with its 
indifference toward traffic in “sa- 
lacious literature and sensuous 
movies,” was assailed bv Dr. Queen. 

He referred to suggestive circu- 
lars going through the mails, and 
advertisements in certain maga- 
zines, which avoid legal interfer- 
ence by omitting mention of con- 
traceptives or birth control. 

Dodging the Law. 

“And the fact is,” he said, “that 
contraceptives of various kinds are 
sold from door to door, dispensed 
from slot machines and _ sold in 
gasoline stations, restaurants, soda 
fountains, barber shops, poolrooms, 
cigar stores, shoe shining parlors 
and grocery stores,” he continued. 

“One concern testified its busi- 
ness in this merchandise ran up to 
$20,000,000 a year. The inconsist- 
ency here is that the contraceptive 
business has outgrown the birth 
control movement, It is desirable 
and possible to retard the manufac: 
ture and advertising of céntracep- 
tives, while accelerating the desse- 
mination of dignified scientific in- 
formation about maternal health 
and voluntary parenthood.”

25 LOSE LIVES IN NORTHWEST | 
FLOODS AND EARTH SLIDES 


Many Victims Buried in Mud and 
Hundreds Are Marooned; Relief 
Camps Buried. 

By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Jan. 26.—Earth slides 
and floods in the wake of a furious 
storm swelled to 25 tonight the list 
of fatalities in the Pacific North- 
west,

reported today in British Columbia, 
bringing to 15 the number of dead 
in the Canadian Province. Previ- 


ously four persons were listed as} 


dead in British Columbia and 10 
in American territory. 

Some of the missing were be- 
lieved to have been buried deep 
under countless tons of earth and 
water. 

Hundreds remained marooned. 
Several vidages were evacuated, 
and cities and towns still were iso- 
lated. Sunshine warmed the area, 
but at the same time melted more 
snow, to add to the volume of flood 
waters. 

An avalanche smashed through a 
Government relief camp at Clan 
William, B. C., killing three men. 
Three more died in a landslide at 
Paulson, B. C., as they labored 
with a Canadian Pacific Railway 
crew to clear tracks. 

An enormous mud slide rolling 
down the slopes of Sumas Moun- 
tain, B. C., tore a 5-year-old girl 
from the arms of her father, J. Mc- 
Geer, and buried her. This ava- 
lanche fell upon the village of Kil- 
grad, at the foot of the mountain. 
Some of its residents were reported 
missing. 

Walter Ross, 70, was killed and 
two comptanions hurt in a slide 
which hurled their cabin 50 feet 
down a mountainside at Ogden, 
B. C. 

Tommy Robertson, football man- 
ager at Cumberland, Vancouver 
Island, and Percy Barnes, a railway 
motorman, were other victims. 


MANCHOUKUO TROOPS KILLED 
MONGOL GUARD, SOVIET HEARS 


Clash Is Said to Have Occurred 
When Japanese Forces Crossed 
the Border. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 26.—Tass, offi- 
cial Soviet news agency, carried a 
statement today by Premier Gen- 
dun of the Mongolian National Re- 
public saying a Mongolian frontier 
guard clashed two days ago with an 
armed force which crossed _ into 
Mongolia from Manchoukuo. 

The Premier’s statement said the 
leader of a detachment of Mon- 
golian guards saw 17 armed men 
cross into Monogolian territory from 
Manchoukuo in the Lake Buir Nor 
region. When the Mongolians ap- 
poached the group, he continued, 
they were threatened and the lead- 
er, whose name was Dondup, was 
captured. When he resisted efforts 
to kidnap him he was killed, the 
Premier said. Tass said the scene 
of the clash was 120 miles from 
Soviet territory’ and that no Soviet 
troops were involved. 


Previous Rengo (Japanese) Néws 
Agency dispatches said Manchou- 
kuan troops patrolling the frontier 
in the Buir Nor section were fired 
on by Mongols, and some of them 
were killed.

The letter was in a plain envelope, 
addressed to “Mr. H. F. Wilcox, 
1351 E. 27th St. Tulsa, Okla.”

Kenna- 
mer’s account was that he “double 
crossed” Gorrell after pretending 
to help him carry out the extortion 
plot.

IN MISSOURI FROM ST. LOUIS 


$1,071,127 of Collections During 10% 
Months Came From City; State 
Total $3,826,831.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 26.—An 
analysis of State sales tax collec- 
tions for 1934, completed today by 
State Auditor Forrest Smith, shows 
that the City of St. Louis paid $1,- 
071,127, or approximately 28 per 
cent, of the $3,826,831 in sdles taxes 
collected during 10% months. 

The analysis covers sales taxes 
collected from Jan. 15, 1934, when 
the act went into effect, up to Dec. 
1, 1934. Sales taxes due for last 
December were not payable until 
this month, under the law, and were 
not included in the analysis. 

Sales taxes paid by St. Louis 
County totaled $89,685 for the pe- 
riod, and such taxes paid by Jack- 
son County, including Kansas City, 
totaled $498,756. The total for the 
City of St. Louis, St. Louis County 
and Jackson County was $1,659,569, 
or 43 per cent of the total collec- 
tions in 1934. 

These figures are exclusive of 
sales taxes paid by public utility 
companies of the State, which to- 
taled $474,960 in 1934. 

Sales taxes for December, which 
were payable this month, are ex- 
pected to increase the actual tax 
collections for 1934 to approximate- 
ly $4,250,000, The present rate is 
one-half of 1 per cent.

Chinese Fear New Attacks 
Despite Assertion That 
Settlement Is About to Be 
Negotiated.

PEIPING, China, Jan. 26.—Dis- 
patches from Kalgan today report- 
ed heavy Japanese reinforcements 
were arriving at the Jehol-Chahar 
border. With the dead in the 
week’s fighting along the frontier 
estimated at nearly 300, accounts 
published in Chinese newspapers 
said Chahar residents feared new 
attacks. 
The advices were attributed to 
Sung Chen-yuan, Chinese Governor 
of Chahar, whose troops, the Japa- 
nese charged, penetrated into Jehol 
and precipitated the Japanese 
campaign. | 

The Japanese military command 
at Kalgan had been quoted as say- 
ing that the disputed area, approxi- 
mately 30 square miles outside the 
northern spur of the great wall, had 
been cleared of Chinese and that 
quiet prevailed. 

Rengo News Agency dispatches 
from Chahar to Shanghai said 
Sung would discuss settlement of 
the Sino-Japanese difficulties with 
Gen. Miyotaro Sugihara, command- 
ing Japanese troops in Jehol, either 
at Peiping or at Chengtefu, Jehol. 
The National Government at Nan- 
king also received reports that set- 
tlement was imminent. 

The reports that quiet had been 
restored purported to come from 
Maj. Takahashi, Japanese military 
attache at Kalgan, and Chinese au- 
thorities there also said an agree 
ment had been reached to negotik- 
ate the issue. 

To the 50 or more Chinese re- 
ported killed in previous Japanese 
advances at three Chahar border 
points were added 44 more who 
died, reports to Peiping said, when 
Japanese planes bombed two towns. 
Infantry, cavalry, artillery and ar 
mored cars are reported to have 
been used by the Japanese. 

Japanese casualties thus far were 
set at 162 dead and more than 100 
wounded, although Japanese mili- 
tary authorities insisted only two of 
their men had been killed and six 
wounded. 

Peiping had no reports of any 
further fighting along the border 
\between Manchouquo and Outer 
Mongolia, where one Japanese and 
one Manchoukuan soldier were re- 
ported killed in fighting with Mon- 
gol cavalrymen Thursday. Troops 
were being rushed to that area, dis- 
patches from Hsinking said yester- 
day. 

(A Reuters dispatch from Dairen, 
Manchuria, to London, said Japan- 
ese troops were reported massing at 
Hailar for an offensive against 
Soviet forces elleged to have been 
concerned in the skirmish. At 
Moscow, meanwhile, Government 
officials said reports that four 
Soviet airplanes had crossed the 
Manchoukuan frontier and ma- 
chine-gunned the city of Pogran- 
ichnaya were “absolute nonsense.” 
It was said the Soviet had no of-

GUERRA, FORMER SPANISH 
LIBERAL PREMIER, DIES AT 75 


Accused King of Insincerity and 
Dictator of Destroying 
Constitution, 
By the Associated Press. 
MADRID, Jan. 26.—Jose Sanchez 
Guerra, former Premier of Spain in 
the days of monarchy, died today 
at the age of 75. 
Late in 1932 he suffered a para- 
lytic stroke from which he never 
recovered. 
Guerra, one of the keenest foes 
of the monarchy before its down- 
fall, became Premier on March 8, 
1922, succeeding Senor Maura, who 
had resigned. He restored the con- 
stitutional guarantees of the Span- 
ish people, and was heartly in- 
dorsed by the Liberal press. 
In December, 1922, his Cabinet 
fell following accusations by the 
Finance Minister against a former 
Premier, Allende Salazar, as re- 
sponsible for the disaster to Span- 
ish forces in the Riff in 1921. 
Guerra chose a new Cabinet, but 
succumbed shortly afterward to 
the Primo de Rivera dictatorship. 
Guerra a year later went to France 
to propagandize against the dicta- 
tor. He accused the King of in- 
sincerity and the Premier of be- 
traying the Constitution.

Klein said, “The proposed changes 
would make the college game too 
much like the professional game, 
and make the sport too much like 
basketball. The new rules offered 
seemed designed to build up the 
attendance, which is not the real 
object of the game. The game 
should be for the development of 
the boys who play it. 


Few Changes Expected. 


“There may not be many changes 
in the rules after the successful 
season in 1934, when there were less 
deaths and injuries than in preced- 
ing seasons. Also, there were big- 
ger ‘gates.’ I don’t think’ there 
will be many, if any changes, in the 
rules.” 

Klein, however, does think that 
the rules should be worded more 
clearly, as several of the present 
rules are difficult to interpret. 

All of the officials present were 
in favor of moving the goal posts 
back to the goal, instead of being 
10 yards back as at present. All 
favored proposed rules three and 
five, which have to do with a clari- 
fication of present rules. 


Nearly all voted for the proposal 
to allow the defensive team to ad- 
vance with a recovered fumble, a 
rule which would further open up 
the game more. Only the offensive 
team now is permitted to advance 
a fumbled ball. 


Opinion was divided on the four 
rules that would allow more free- 
dom in forward and lateral passes, 
but a majority of the officials were 
in favor of further opening the 
game to aerials. 


The proposed throwing of for- 
ward passes from any point behind 
the line of scrimmage is one of the 
rules used by the high schools of 
seven states which use the inter- 
scholastic rules, which differ in a 
few respects from those of the in- 
tercollegiate rules. Illinois is one of 
fhe states which use the interschol- 
astic rules. Missouri uses the inter- 
collegiate. 


Rule seven is an extension of one 
of the present rules, adopted last 
year, which allows one forward 
pass in a series of downs into the 
end zone, if not completed, to be 
ruled as simply an incompleted for- 
Ward pass, except on the fourth 
down. The proposed extension is 
to allow any number of forward 
passes into the end zone, if not 
completed, to be ruled as simply in- 
completed forward passes. The rule, 
previous to last year, was that an 
incompleted forward pass into the 
end zone meant the loss of the ball 
to the defending team, which took 
the ball on its 20-yard line, the play 
being a touchback,. 


Rules eight and nine would allow 
the team that completed a forward 
or lateral to keep the ground it had 
gained by the forward or lateral if 
it attempted a lateral and it was 
turned into a forward pass instead. 
Rules eight and nine would cause 
the penalty following such a play to 
be inflicted from the point of foul 
instead of from the spot where the 
ball was on the preceding play.

Road in St. Louis and St. 
Charles Counties.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 26.— 
Construction of the long-deferred 
super-highway across St. Louis and 
St. Charles Counties, which will 
provide a traffic relief route for 
United States Highways No. 40 and 
No. 61 between Wentzville andthe 


city of St. Louis, will be started in 
the next five or six weeks. The 
building of this highway has been 
delayed nearly six years because 
of controversies over the route 
within St. Louis County and of 
difficulty in obtaining the right-of- 
way. 

Bids were received by the State 
Highway Department today 
grading of 13 miles of the route 
across St. Charles County between 
Wentzville and the north bank of 
the Missouri River, construction of 
four small bridges in that stretch 
of the proposed route, and a bridge 
in St. Louis County near Chester- 
field, to cross the Bonhomme Créek 
and tracks of the Rock Island Rail- 
road. 

Contracts for this construction, 
the low bids on which aggregated 
$283,077, will be awarded by the 
State Highway Commission at its 
next meeting. Work must be start- 
ed by the contractors within 30 
days after the contracts are award- 
ed. 

Bids will be received next April 
or May on construction of a bridge 
to carry the highway over the Mis- 
souri River, near Weldon Springs. 
The estimated cost of the bridge,

Several factors entered into this 
gradual weakening of the fund 
resulting in the total of disburse- 
ments for the five years exceeding 
receipts by $17,095,261. Obvious- 
ly only a very strongly reinforced 
reserve could have withstood this 
test. The reserves, which still 
closely approximate $40,000,000, 
are largely invested in Ohio State 
and municipal bonds and it is the 
boast of the Industrial Commis- 
sion, which administers the insur- 
ance fund, that it never yet has 
sold a bond at a loss. At one time, 
however, nearly $3,000,000 of the 
bonds owned by the fund were in 
default and failure to receive in- 
terest cut into the normal receipts.

Other factors tended to increase 
the claims and benefit payments. 
It was found that as part-time 
work increased and wages were 
reduced, injured employes, whose 
compensation based on average 
wages over a period, might exceed 
present reduced earnings, some- 
times did not recover as readily 
in normal times.

Watching Improper Claims. 

In an actuarial report in July, 
1934, the Industrial Commission 
said: 

‘‘While the function of the fund 
is that of providing benefits to 
workmen disabled. through indus- 
trial accident or disease incurred 
in the course of employment, there 
has developed during the period 
of the depression when great need 
for general relief is widespread, 
many appeals from those in dis- 
tress as the result of disabilities 
which are not compensable from 
the fund. If general relief appeals 
are granted it will undermine the 
security of the benefits due the 
disabled and dependents of those 
killed in industry. The demands 
upon the fund in recent years have 
greatly increased the investiga- 
tions and inquiries, that justice 
may be done those having. meri- 
torious claims and at the same 
time prevent the allowance of 
claims without merit. 

“Frequently claims made are 
supported by employers, physicians 
and public agencies when upon in- 
vestigation it is found that the 
only basis for the request is to 
relieve financial distress without 
regard to the relation of the claim 
to the claimant’s employment.” 

An increasing tendency of em- 
ployers not to file the required 
payroll information and pay prop- 
er premiums also was noted: 

“Such conditions,” the actuarial 
report stated, ‘“‘tend to increase 
the basic rates of the fund and 
place upon responsive employers 
an undue burden of meeting the 
shortage of premiums occasioned 
by delay or by failure of unre- 
sponsive employers to pay appro- 
priate premiums.” 

Contract With Private Firms. 

Discussing the cost of adminis- 
tering the Ohio insurance fund, 
Secretary Caddell made compari- 
son with private workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance in New York. 
Administrative and operating ex- 
penses attaching to the business 
of the private companies in New 
York take approximately 40 cents

First Proposal Would Tax Pay- 
roll of Every Employer With 
More Than Four Workers— 
States That Pass Co-opera- 
tive Law Would Have Ad- 


vantage.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26. 

HAT the Wagner-Lewis bill, providing 

W carious forms of social insurance, chief 

among them old-age pensions and un- 

employment insurance, will mean to the av- 

erage citizen is a question that virtually every 

member of Congress is just now being called 
upon to answer. 

While the bill leaves many of the final 
details to the states, the role of the Federal 
Government is fairly well defined in the ad- 
ministration measure. The procedure that 
the states and the individuals who come under 
the provisions of the act must follow is also 
clearly marked out, according to Edwin E. 
Witte, executive director of the Committee 
on Economie Security, and an active partici- 
pant in framing the bill. 

Here, as explained by Witte and Thomas S. 
Eliot, counsel ‘to the committee, is the way 
in which the unemploynient insurance and 
old-age pension system would be put into ef- 
fect, under the Wagner- Lewis bill in its pres- 
ent form: 

First, every employer in the United States 
having more than four workers on his pay- 
roll will be subject, on Jan. 1, 1936, to a 
Federal excise tax of 3 per cent, to be paid 
into the Federal Treasury—with the excep- 
tion that this tax would be only 1 per cent 
the first year if business has not recovered 
to a point approximately 84 per cent of the 
1923-25 level and only 2 per cent if recovery 
has progressed more than 84 per cent but less 
than 95 per cent of the 1923-25 standard. 


This is a measure of recovery that the fram- 
ers of the bill scarcely expect. 


“It would be remarkable if we were to 
achieve even the 84 point level during the 
current year,” Eliot said, ‘‘and therefore for 
all practical purposes it may be assumed that 
the payroll tax during the first year would 
be 1 per cent.”’ 


Next Step Is Up 

To Legislature. 

As step No. 2, the Missouri State Legisla- 
ture, for example, must pass a State unem- 
ployment insurance bill during the present 
session if Missourians are to come under the 
Federal law in the first year of its operation. 
The State must determine how large the con- 
tributions to build up the insurance reservé 
shall be; whether they shall be paid by employ- 
er or employe or both, and with or without di- 
rect State aid; how large shall the benefit be 
to the worker who becomes unemployed and 
for how many weeks he shall receive it. 

“We now are drawing up a model state 
bill which will be available to all Legisla- 
tures,” said Witte, ‘“‘and also there will be a 
few experts who can go into the field and 
give personal aid to those Legislatures re- 
questing it.” 

“Assume that Missouri has passed a State 
unemployment insurance law,” said Eliot. “It 
provides, let us assume, that the employer 
contribute 3 per cent of his payroll and the 
worker 1% per cent of his wage, defining 
“worker” as any employed person under a 
certain wage level, to the unemployment re- 
serve fund. ; 

“Under the State law all employers having 
more than four workers on their payrolls 
would begin to put into the State fund every 
quarter year a sum equal to 3 per cent of 
the payroll. For these contributions to the 
State fund Missouri employers would be al- 
lowed to deduct from the Federal tax on his 
payrolls up to 90 per cent of that tax.” 


How Federal-State 


Tax Is Apportioned. 

Thus, employer A in St. Louis, whose pay- 
roll for a three-month period totaled $10,000, 
would contribute to the State unemployment 
insurance fund $300. Because of this con- 
tribution, employer A would escape paying 
90 per cent of the Federal payroll tax and 
would therefore pay into the Federal Treas- 
ury only $30; this 10 per cent paid into the 
Treasury would go .back to the State to de- 
fray the cost of administering the State’s un- 
employment insurance system. In effect, there- 
fore, employer A, besides paying his 3 per 
cent contribution into the State fund, would 
pay a .3-per-cent payroll tax to the Federal 


Government. 


For purposes of the illustration, it may be 


Principal Provisions 
Of Wagner-Lewis Bill 


HE bill as written applies to all 
types of workers, including domestic 
servants and agricultural workers. 


A salary level, above which a worker 
would not be covered by insurance is left 
to the States to determine. Sponsors of 
the measure feel this level should be be- 
tween $125 and $150 a month. 


The system would not benefit in any 
way those out of work at the time it be- 
came effective. 


Obviously the money to maintain. the 
system would come from business and in- 
dustry. The Government contributes 
nothing. 


Three per cent of total payroll is the 
contribution of the employer and it is 
left to the States to decide what ratio, 
if at all, the employes shall contribute. 
Sponsors of the bill say the States might 
well prescribe 147 per cent of wages as 
the workers’ contribution. 


Under this arrangement a_ worker 
thrown out of employment could get ap- 
proximately 26 weeks of benefits at half 
pay, but not exceeding a maximum of $15 
a week. The most which any unemployed 
worker could receive altogether would be 
$390. 


The administration bill leaves it up to 
the States to say how long a worker must 
be employed before he is eligible for unem- 
ployment benefits. 


assumed that Arkansas has failed to pass a 
State unemployment insurance bill. In Little 
Rock is employer B, whose payroll is also 
$10,000 for a three-month period. Plainly, 
employer B will contribute nothing to a State 
unemployment reserve because there is no 
such fund. Instead, employer B will pay the 
full Federal payroll tax, $300 for the quar- 
ter, into the Federal Treasury, where it will 
become part of the general funds of the Fed- 
eral Government. Employes in Arkansas 
would receive no benefits. 

But before employer A in St. Louis is al- 
lowed to forego payment of 90 per cent of 
his Federal payroll tax, the Secretary of the 
Treasury must receive notification from the 
Secretary of Labor that Missouri’s unemploy- 
ment insurance law comes up to certain stand- 
ards. The State must have accepted the pro- 
visions of the Wagner Act setting up public 
employment offices and all unemployment 
benefits must be paid through these offices. 
The State unemployment reserve fund must 
be deposited in an “unemployment trust 
fund” in the Federal Treasury, and there 
must be proof from the State that none of this 
fund has gone for any other purpose than to 
pay unemployment benefits. 

By proclamation of Gov. Park, Missouri has 
already complied, according to Charles F. 
Sharkey, chief of the labor law enforcement 
service of the Department of Labor, with the 
Wagner Act setting up public employment of- 
fices. This is effective until July 1 of this 
year and a bill has now been introduced in 
the Missouri Legislature making permanent 
provisions for this State-Federal system of 
employment exchanges. 


Advantage to State 


Which Passes Law. 

The State of Missouri, having passed an 
unemployment insurance law, would gain a 
direct advantage over Arkansas, which, for 
the purposes of illustrating the workings of 
the law, has failed to pass such a measure. 
The. Wagner-Lewis bill provides a subsidy— 
$4,000,000 for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1936, and $49,000,000 for every subse- 
quent year—to those states that have passed 
unemployment insurance laws. This money 
“shall be apportioned among such states on 
the basis of need for such financial assistance 
in the proper administration of such laws.” 
The subsidy would come, as was explained 
above, from the 3 per cent payroll tax. 

But further conditions are attached to this 
subsidy. All positions in the administration 
of the state’s unemployment compensation 
law must be filled “by persons appointed on 
a non-partisan basis and selected on the basis 
of merit under rules and regulations prescribed 
or approved”’ by the Social Insurance Board, 
which is to be created within the Department 
of Labor. The state authorities must make 
complete reports to the Social Insurance 
Board on the operation of the state system, 
including, if it is requested, the name and 
address of every individual in the state re- 


ceiving unemployment benefits. 


How Roosevelt’s Huge Unemployment

“The states have practically unlimited lat- 
itude within this Federal framework,” said 
Eliot. “It was our intention in framing the 
bill that none of the employers’ 3 per cent 
contribution should be taken from the work- 
ers’ wage. We felt that under an ideal state 
law employes should contribute, say, 1% per 
cent to augment the reserve fund. A total of 
414 per cent would permit moderate benefits 
over about 26 weeks, which is certainly not 
too long. 

With contribution of only 3 per cent, ben- 
efits, with a maximum of about $15, would be 
possible for a period of only about 15 weeks. 
There may have to be a slight amendment in 
the bill to make it perfectly clear that the 
employer’s 3 per cent contribution is his 
alone.” 


Assuming that the Wagner-Lewis bill was 
passed in its present form and assuming that 
the State had done its part and had passed 
Eliot’s “ideal state law,’ the worker who lost 
his job after he had gained insured status, 
under Missouri's law, would get his 26 weeks 


of benefits, ranging up to 50 per cent of his | 


pay, with a definite maximum. If at the end 
of this 26 weeks—when he would cease to re- 
ceive benefits—he was still unemployed, he 
would be recommended for a public works job 
on the nearest public works project, accord- 
ing to the present plans of the administration, 
but, of course, the law will not guarantee him 
a job. 

To administer the unemployment insurance 
systems within the states the Wagner-Lewis 
bill provides a Federal appropriation of $50,- 
000,000 annually—roughly equivalent, it is 
estimated, of what the 3 per cent payroll tax 
would bring in—to be divided on ‘‘the basis 
of need for such financial assistance in the 
proper administration of such laws.” 

If a state should find its Federal allotment 
inadequate for administering its laws, it 
would have to dig down into its own funds to 
make up the difference, for one of the stipu- 
lations of the Federal bill is that all moneys 
paid into a state unemployment fund must be 
used for the single purpose of paying benefits. 
Of the sum appropriated to the social insur- 
ance, the bill allows 2 per cent of the funds 
granted the board annually, that is, $1,000,- 
000 out of the total of $50,000,000. 


Three Systems Offered 


For Old-Age Pensions. 


Three distinctly different old-age pension 
systems are provided by the Wagner-Lewis 
bill. System No. 1, providing a Federal-State 
pension plan for dependent persons now over 
a certain age, would work as follows: 

The bill makes available from the Federal 
Treasury for the year ending June 30, 1936, 
$50,000,000, and for every subsequent year 
$125,000,000, as a grant to the states that 
pass approved old-age pension plans. To get 
a share of this Federal subsidy the Missouri 
Legislature must pass an old-age pension Dill 
that specifies the following: A state-wide 
system of old-age pensions which “includes 
substantial financial participation by the 
State’; sets up a single State authority to ad- 
minister the plan; furnishes ‘‘assistance at 
least great enough to provide, when added to 
the income of the aged recipient, a reasonable 
subsistence compatible with decency and 
health.” 

Missouri made several attempts prior to 
1932 to adopt an old-age “assistance,” or pen- 
sion, plan. In 1932 a referendum was passed 
by an overwhelming vote making the neces- 
sary change in the State Constitution, so that 
such a plan would be constitutional. In 1933 
a proposed old-age pension plan passed one 
house of the Legislature and now, according 
to information here, a bill has been prepared 
providing for co-operation with the Federal 
Government. 

Assuming that such a bill has been 
passed in Missouri, for purposes of illustration 
it may be further assumed that it provides 
the State shall pay $20 a month to dependent 
persons over the age of 65. To every pay- 
ment of $20 by the State, the Federal Gov- 
ernment will add $15. Thus Mr. X, in St. 
Louis, almost entirely dependent, 67 years of 
age, could get a total pension of $35 a month. 

It may be assumed, in order to show how 
the law would work, that Arkansas has also 
passed a State pension law, approved by the 
Federal Government, providing that the State

of last resort. 
Definition of Problem. 

Cutting to the heart of the mat- 
ter, Chief Justice Hughes, in the 
question quoted at the head of 
this article, defined the para- 
mount question involved, which is 
whether Congress has the power 
to invalidate a contractual obliga- 
tion of the Government, or of a 
citizen, to pay a stated amount of 
gold, or its equivalent. By Public 
Resolution No. 10, approved June 
5, 1933, Congress declared void 
as against public policy contracts 
calling for payment in gold or a 
particular kind of coin or cur- 
rency, “or in an amount of money 
of the United States measured 
thereby.”’ 

Was authority for this act to 
be found specifically stated in, or 
could it reasonably be inferred 
from, any words of the Constitu- 
tion? That was what the Chief 
Justice wanted to know, and as 
counsel debated the contention of 
a holder of a Government Liberty 
bond that he should be paid 
either in gold coin of the old 
standard or in currency of equal 
value, which would be $1693 to 
the $1000 of face value, Chief 
Justice Hughes interposed com- 
ment and questions. 


‘Here we have a bond,” he 
said, ‘‘which the United States 
Government issued in time of war, 
in the exercise of its war powers 
—a bond which the Government 
promised to pay in a certain kind 
of money. Where do you find 
any power under the Constitution 
to alter that bond to the detri- 
ment of the holder, or the power 
of Congress to change that prom- 
ise?”’ 

This was directed to Angus D. 
MacLean, Assistant Solicitor-Gen- 
eral, who was defending the Gov- 
ernment’s position that under the 
Congressional resolution that un- 
dertook to cancel obligations to 
pay in gold, the bond obligations 
should be paid, dollar for dollar, 
in present currency. 


Language of Constitution. 


Quoting that section of the Con- 
stitution which says that Con- 


gress shall have power ‘“‘to coin 
money and regulate the value 
thereof,’’ MacLean added: 

‘“‘We say that the Government 
has the power to say what shall 
be the money to pay it.”

Implied Powers. 

Inferred, or implied, powers of 
Congress have often been recog- 
nized by the Supreme Court, 
where they were clearly necessary 
to carry into effect some express 
power, or were incidental to the 
exercise of sovereignty. In this 
connection it may be noted that 
in deciding one of the cases at 
issue in favor of the Government 
and against holding a borrower to 
his promise to pay in gold, or its 
equivalent, United States District 
Judge Charles B. Faris at St. 
Louis based his opinion largely on 
the express and implied powers 
given to Congress by the coinage 
clause, 

The importance of these gold 
clause cases was attested by the 
personal appearance of Attorney- 
General Cummings to argue in be- 
half. of the Government, notable 
because of the infrequency with 
which an Attorney-General has 
made such an appearance. Mr. 
Cummings gave little attention to 
the legal phases of the case, but 
with the fervor of an advocate 
making a plea to a jury, he de 
scribed disastrous economic con- 
sequences which he predicted 
would follow enforcement of the 
gold clauses. It would be a re- 
turn, ‘‘not to the Constitution, but 
to chaos,”’ he said. He spoke of the 
huge volume of bonds and con- 
tracts outstanding, estimating the 
amount at not less than $100,000.- 
000,000 (face value),- and de- 
clared that to add 69 billions of 
dollars to this debt, as enforce- 
ment of the gold clause would do, 
as he contended, would be a stag- 
gering burden that would stand 
in the way of “recovery.” His 
peroration included a plea to the 
august tribunal to render a deci- 
sion that ‘“‘will make for peace 


‘and will not defeat the early re- 


turn of prosperity to this weary 


‘land.”’ 


In conelusion the Attorney-

Pensions for Doctors. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HILE the Townsend plan is imprac- 

ticable, it has served to make people 
“old folks conscious,” and good will come 
of it through the thought thus induced. 
Thinking of Dr. Townsend leads me to 
wonder that he did not advocate a special 
pension nearer home, but second thought 
explains that—the unselfishness of the 
old family physician, of course. If we 
cannot get a general old-age pension, 
why not give our dear old doctor the 
breaks and pension him as he completes 
40 years of practice? Have you consid- 
ered the reasons why he is entitled to 
a pension? 

In 40 years’ practice, the average phy- 
sician will have earned, say, $100,000, and 
collected perhaps $70,000, leaving a bal- 
ance due him by the public of $30,000, 
plus the cost of medicine and apparatus 
furnished out of pocket. Savings bank 
' interest on this would pay the pension. 
I say “due by the public” advisedly, for 
is it really obligatory that the physician 
carry the burden alone?

MISSOURI AND HER UNIVERSITY. 

Dr. Walter Williams, president of the University 
of Missouri, is asking the Legislature to appropriate 
$4,570,250 for the university’s purposes in the next 
two years. 

Gov. Guy B. Park has budgeted $2,484,770 for 
the university. We do not know what the university 
should have, but there are considerations: which we 
trust the Governor and the Legislature will weigh 
careftilly before the appropriation is made. The uni- 
versity is the State’s chief institution of learning. 
Except for fees, it has no sustenance outside of leg- 
islative appropriations. This places the university 
in the unseemly role of beggar before every legisla- 
tive session. It is a system which should be abro- 
gated. The university should have its place in the 
fiscal system of the State. It should be a proud and 
respected place, one wholly’ removed from political 


Missouri is a rich State. Her property valuation 
for the purpose of taxation is approximately $10,- 
000,000,000. Yet many of the Middle Western States, 
though they are no richer, or at least little richer, 
keep their universities on a much higher plane. They 
enable them to maintain better teachers. They pro- 
vide them with better buildings. They give them 
more educational equipment. How amazed the na- 
tion would be to read that Wisconsin, whose state 
university is a model, had reduced its sustenance 
and therefore discontinued. the high educational 


is supposed to have made good by repairing the Gov- 
ernment’s radio set, supplying transformers and 
tubes, and by furnishing $5 worth of cartridge paper.

Mr. Moses is Park Commissioner 
of New York. He is also head of the Triborough 
Bridge Authority, a position without salary.

The 
project is financed by a loan from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, which has been approved by 
the Public Works Administration, of which Secretary 
Ickes of the Interior Department is the head. Mr.

It was poor in its realization 
of its primary obligation. It was poor in the con- 
ception of its responsibility to youth. It was poor 
in that vision without which the Proverbs tell us 
the people will perish. 

This is another Legislature; but the plight of the 
university is the same. The board of curators says 
the university needs $314,545 for repairs and replace- 
ments, $1,090,000 for equipment and furnishings, $2,- 
427,350.86 for salaries, $310,000 for the library, $225,- 
000 for the dairy, $30,500 for teachers’ training, and 
$210,000 for the hospital. It says the low salaries 
paid during the last two years have cost the univer- 
sity some of its best teachers. It points out that the 
enrollment is outgrowing the capacity of the uni- 
versity, that whereas the student body and the va- 
riety of education are growing, the physical plant 
of the university is decreasing and the variety of its 
equipment is growing smaller. No significant addi- 
tions to the equipment for scientific study and re- 
search have been made in 15 years. In technical 
and scientific education the facilities are less than 
half those of the leading state universities around us. 
This is a serious situation, one at which the Leg- 
islature cannot afford to blink. .It is a matter which 
strikes to the roots of representative government. 
It tests the sincerity of our belief in education as 
the golden specific of civilization. We sincerely hope 
the Legislature and the Governor are not going to 
shirk their responsibility. Certainly the people of 
the State will gladly back them in doing their duty. 
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MASTERS OF PERVERSITY. 
A London magazine, the New Statesman and Na- 
tion, relates that “the most persistent modern advo- 
cate of the theory that the earth is flat” is one 
Henry Edgell, an Englishman who died recently. It 
adds that, since Mr. Edgell, in his spare moments, 
was also an inventor, “he seems to have been a 
considerably cleverer man than many of those who 
believe that the earth is round.” From the age of 
20 to the age of 73, Mr. Edgell worked at his pet 
theory and if, at his death, he still had a long way 
to go, it was through no lack of energy. 
But England need not preen herself on Mr. Edgell’s 
career. We will match that of Zion City’s Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva against it any time, winner take all. 
Dr. Voliva, it is true, has not, like Mr. Edgell, at- 
tacked the. problem with precision instruments. His 
methods are those of exhortation and repetition, and 
if the stubborn ball of earth continues to revolve on 
its axis, it is because it has a high sales resistance 
against his powers of persuasion. 
On such men as Voliva and Edgell, we must look 
with a kind of awe. Not many of us have the 
hardihood so to brush aside the Copernicuses, Kep- 
lers, Newtons and the myriad of followers who have 
checked their computations. 
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THE VIRGIN ISLANDS CASE. 


A Washington dispatch tells of a magazine article, 
given out as a “memorandum for the press” by the 
Interior Department, criticising Attorney-General 
Cummings, Postmaster-General Farley and Senator 
Harrison of Mississippi. Apparently, someone in the 
Interior Department woke up to the fact that the 
proprieties were being violated by the distribution by 
one Government department of a criticism of an- 
other. The “memorandum” was recalled. But it 
was too late. 

The incident has the effect of focusing attention 
upon what appears to be a marked abuse of judicial] 
powers on the part of Judge T. Webber Wilson of the 
Virgin Islands. Wilson, a former Democratic Con- 
gressman from Mississippi, was appointed to his pres- 
ent job “via Homer Cummings via Jim Farley via 
Pat Harrison.”

It may be that Mr. Moses is a difficult person to 
get along with. But if he is exasperatingly honest, 
he is also outstandingly able. Such is the judgment 
of his home city and State. For that reason, New 
York public opinion bitterly resents the arbitrary 
action of Secretary Ickes. 

The resentment is spreading. And if it is pointed 
directly at Mr. Ickes, it also includes Mr. Ickes’ 
superior, Mr. Roosevelt. The whole affair is sur- 
charged with petty: political spite, plus official ar- 
rogance. 

The Ickes order, we believe, represents a grave 
misuse of official power. It invites speculation. If 
the administration can flout public opinion today, 
what is to prevent it from doing the same thing 
tomorrow? Power is pathological. It is an appetite 
that grows on what it feeds. Ultimately it comes to 
disregard every consideration except its own pref- 
erence. It is then, of course, dictatorship. 

The reproach of dictatorship, which once had 
noisy, melodramatic vogue, has pretty well subsided. 
This indefensible ruling of a Cabinet officer may re- 
vive it. 

Dictatorship may be remote. But when government 
in a democracy fails in what Thomas Jefferson de- 
fined as “a decent respect for the opinion of man- 
kind,” it is pointing its way toward dictatorship. 
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JAPAN INVADES CHINA AGAIN. 

In September, 1931, Japan began military action 
against China which resulted in the conquest of a 
large part of Manchuria, later established as an al- 
legedly independent nation called Manchoukuo. In 
February, 1933, Japan overran Jehol, a Chinese 
province bordering on Manchoukuo, and added it to 
the puppet state’s territory, giving it a total area 
of 460,383 square miles. The Japanese military ma- 
chine now is again in motion, and conquest of the 
Chinese Province of Chahar seems to be the objec- 
tive this time. The pretext is a boundary dispute 
and Chinese resistance to the Japanese advance into 
the area in question. So Japanese soldiers, bombing 
planes, tanks and artillery are again making war on 
China. Addition to Manchoukuo of the province's 
99.928 square miles, largely desert, but of strategic 
importance, seems imminent. 

The other nations, while condemning Japan’s dep- 
redations against China as violation of treaty pledges, 
have been unable to check the series of conquests by 
diplomatic: methods, and are, of course, unwilling to 
incur the risk of war by adopting stronger means. 
But if Japanese statesmen wonder why the world 
at large is disinclined to accept their assertions of 
peaceful intent, which have been prolific since break- 
down of the naval negotiations, they need seek no 
further than the course of their country’s policy to- 
ward China. 
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ABOUT CATS. 
Hardly anyone is neutral about cats. The world 
is divided between cat-lovers and cat-haters. Not all 
of the latter go to the lengths of the late Rockwell 
Sayre of New York. He gave orders in his will to 
send boxes of candy to prominent cat-haters through- 
out the world. In his lifetime, he offered a bounty 
of 10 cents for every dead cat delivered at his home. 
It was his objective, announced 35 years ago, to wipe 
every cat out of existence by 1925. Mr. Sayre was 
the St. George, the Genghis Khan, the Babe Ruth of 
cat-haters. With him dies much of our finest cat- 
hating tradition. 
Of course, cat-lovers try to make a plausible case 
for their side of the story, but, with some exceptions, 
the arguments are pretty simpering ones. They 
point to Dick Whittington’s cat that made his for- 
tune. Pure materialism! To the Sacred Cat of 
Egypt. Superstitition! To the Cheshire Cat. A 
foolish animal which always wore a silly grin on its 
face. They even say that the first democrat was 
a cat, namely the one that looked on a King. Cats 
are pretty, their fur is soft, they purr when stroked, 
they wash themselves, they catch mice. So plead 
the cat-lovers.

THE OPEN DOOR AT HOME. By Charles 
A. Beard. (The Macmillan Co., New 


York City.) 
T: non-doctrinaire and wholly realistic an- 
alysis of the present economic muddle in 
America, which really results in illumination, 
should devote a week of evenings to the 
reading of this masterly work. Nothing 
comparable has thus far reached this writer. 
It is the author’s purpose to show the 
falsity of the commonly accepted notion that 
prosperity may be attained by seeking for- 
eign markets for the disposal of economic 
“surpluses.” He finds the root of the trou- 
ble not in the lack of foreign markets, but 
in the existence of those alleged surplusas 
themselves, indicating, as they mostly do, 
an utterly impractical, as well as unjust, 
distributing system at home. 

He makes clear, without resort to social or 
economic dogma, the relation between “sur- 
pluses” and war. He bases no hope what- 
ever upon the liberal dream of internation- 
alism as an instrument for the realization 
of peace and prosperity for America. Hence 
his title—and his theme—“the open door at 
home.” 

By putting our own house in order, he is 
convinced, we can best serve both ourselves 
and the world. And this putting our house 
in order means to him the employment of. 
our technica] equipment in raising our na- 
tional standard of living as much as may be 
possible. He does not discuss the implica- 
tions of his conviction as they must affect 
the present system of production and distri- 
bution. He merely observes that if business 
cannot bring this about, ultimately the pevo- 
ple themselves will. 

If this were only the statement of a hu- 
Mmanitarian emotion, it wouldn’t matter in 
the least; but anyone who follows the truly 
profound discussion throughout should see 
that it points the only way to sanity; and 
after reading it, the utterances of the world’s 
statesmen should sound as tragically funny 
as they really are. We will not, of course, 
move in the direction thus indicated unti] 
catastrophe shall’ have ended all possible 
blundering in the old direction.

“Enthroned between two oceans, with no 
historic enemies on the north or south, the 
Republic can be defended against any foes 
which such a policy might raise up against 
it.

Premium rates of the Ohio fund 
have been increased more during 
the depression than have rates in 
some of the principal states in 
which private companies provide 
the insurance. Since the beginning 
of 1930 there have been four in- 
creases in Ohio rates, making pres- 
ent rates on the average about 75 
per cent higher than the rates of 
1929. In the same period there 
have been six increases, of smaller 
percentages, in the rates charged 
by private companies in Missouri, 
but the Missouri rates now are 
only 37 per cent higher than at the 
beginning of the period. 


Thus a part of the substantial ad- 
vantage in rates formerly enjoyed 
under the Ohio fund has been lost. 
Although exact comparisons of cost 
of compensation insurance in vari- 
ous states are difficult because of 
the differences in benefits and 
classifications of employers, it is 
apparent that in many important 
classifications Ohio rates still are 
substantially below those in Mis- 
souri; in other classifications there 
is not much difference.

Some Missouri employers make 
savings by insuring in mutual com- 
panies where there is a possibility 
of return of a part of the premium 
paid. Some such companies have 
regularly paid back 20 per cent or 
more of premiums. The larger vol- 
ume of business, however, is done 
by stock companies. In 1933, stock 
companies collected in Missouri $2,- 
778,604 in premiums; miscellaneous 
mutual companies, $446,338, and re- 
ciprocal exchanges, also mutual, 
$441,479.

Self-Insurance. 


Laws in both Missouri and Ohio 
permit employers to be self-insur- 
ers if they are able to satisfy the 
authorities of their financial re- 
sponsibility and give adequate bond 
to cover claims that may be ad- 
judicated against them. There are 
in Missouri about 300 such self-in- 
surers, including some of the larger 
employers. Self-insurance is re- 
sorted to because the employer be- 
lieves that over a period of time 
he can meet the terms of the com- 
pensation law as to benefits at a 
cost less than his premiums would 
amount to. 

It is significant that the special 
investigating committee in Ohio, 
composed of two representatives of 
labor, two of employers and two 
of the general public, did not con- 
sider departure from the State 
monopoly insurance plan, although 
it was critical of a good many 
phases of administration. It made 
several constructive suggestions, 
one being that administration of 
the fund should be in the hands of 
a’ permanent manager whose salary 
should be large enough to attract a 
highly competent man, leaving ad- 
judication of claims to the Indus- 
trial Commission. On the commit- 
tee were the president and secre- 
tary of the Ohio State Federation 
of Labor and the president and sec- 
retary of the Ohio Manufacturers’ 
Association. 

Spokesmen for employers were in 
accord in their approval of the 
Ohio fund. The State monopoly has 
been a feature of the Ohio law 
since 1914, and Harold Sites, assist- 
ant manager of the Ohio Manufac- 
turers’ Association, said that indus- 
try as a whole was well satisfied 
with the plan, and was confident 
it was enjoying substantial savings. 
The association’s former secretary, 
Warren F. Perry, who died recent- 
ly, was one of the active supporters 
of the Ohio plan. 

Speaking for the Ohio Council of 
Retail Merchants, George V. Sheri- 
dan, executive director, said the 
State fund was accepted as a per- 
manent thing in Ohio; that the 
merchants would not want to give 
it up, and that they thought it had 
worked equitably for both employ- 
ers and employes.

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What the Justices Asked About the Gold Case 
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terms of the bond. He filed a claim 


in a United States Court of Claims 
for $16,931.25 and the Court of 
Claims sidestepped responsibility 
and certified the question to the Su- 
preme Court. 
In another case, F. Eugene Nortz 
of New York, holder of $106,300 of 
the gold certificates which former- 
ly circulated as one of the principa) 
forms of money, had filed a claim 
for an additional payment in cur- 
rency equivalent to 69 cents for each 
dollar of his original certificates; 
he had been paid dollar for dollar 
in currency. A court of claims also 
sent this case to the Supreme Court. 
Two cases concern bonds of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, but both 
involve the same issue—whether 
bonds payable in gold dollars of the 
weight and fineness standard at the 
time of issue, in 1903, and now due 
may be lawfully discharged by pay- 
ment of currency, dollar for dollar. 
The trustees for the bond issue 
sought payment at the rate of $169 
in currency for each $100 of face 
value. 
A gold clause bond of the Balti- 
more & Ohio RaijJroad is at issue in 
the fifth case, in which a bondhold- 
er sought payment of $39.10 in pres- 
ent currency on account of an in- 
terest coupon that called for $22.50 
in gold. A New York state court 
had decided the bondholder, Nor- 
man C. Norman, was entitled to 
only $22.50 in currency. 

Why Premium Is Sought. 


The circumstance of petitioners 
demanding a premium of a little 
more than 69 per cent for puxy- 
ments in currency of course arires 
from the fact that following can- 
celation of the gold clauses by Con- 
gress, the gold content of the dol- 
lar was reduced from 25 4-5 grains 
to 15 5-21 grains, or, to state it an- 
other way, the price of goid was 
changed from $20.67 an ounce to 
$35 an ounce. Before the Jevalu- 
ation, a currency dollar was a claim 
on 25 45 grains of god: after- 
ward, the claim was reduced to 15 
5-21 grains, with the result that at 
present, if gold were available, it 
would take $169.31 in currency te 
“buy,” or exchange for, as much 
gold as would have been exchange- 
able for $100 of currency before 
the change of standard. Since gold 
is not available, holders of the gold 
obligations demand the currency 
equivalent. 

It was noted that despite rheto- 
rical pleas of Government counsel 
that a decision in favor of the 
Government was necessary to avoid 
dire economic consequences, _ the 
Justices confined their interroga- 
tions to facts and legal logic—to 
the terms of the contracts and in- 
terpretations of the law and the 
Constitution. However, although 
sharp questions were sometimes so 
phrased as to be embarrassing to 
Government counsel, it cannot be 
assumed that the views of the Jus- 
tices were thereby indicated, as 
such questions are frequently asked 
only to bring out clearer state- 
ments. 

It ‘was the contention of attor- 
neys for the plaintiffs that al- 
though Congress might have pow- 
er to prohibit such gold clauses in 
future obligations, it had no pow- 
er, expressed or implied, anywhere 
in the Constitution, to cancel those 
already existing, and certainly no 
power to “repudiate” the Govern- 
ment’s own solemn engagements. 
These attorneys, too, discounted 
the “dire consequence” and “chaos” 
prophecies of the Attorney-General 
and his associates. 

Britain No Precedent. 


A sharp reminder that the United 
States, unlike some other countries, 
is governed under a written Con- 
stitution, was voiced by Justice Van 
Devanter in response to a statement 
by Assistant Solicitor-General Mac- 
Lean that Great Britain had 
changed the gold value of the cur- 
rency, and that action had been up- 
held by the House of Lords. 

“What England can do, what Ger- 
many can do or what any other na- 
tion can do has no controlling in- 
fluence here,” the Justice said. “We 
must act under the Constitution in 
this country.” 

At one point, the method by which 
currency devaluation was accom- 
plished in the United States, l- 
though not specifically raised ‘n 
the pending cases, was indirectly 
brought in by Ju.tice Sutherland in 
a question as to what power Con- 
gress had undertaken to exercise 
when it passed the act of Jan. 27, 
1934, authorizing the President *o 
reduce the value of the dollar be- 
tween 40 and 50 per cent in terms 
of gold. 

Argument began with the Mis- 
souri Pacific gold bond cases, in- 
volving securities originally issued 
by the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern Railway, a Missouri Pa- 
cific subsidiary. Attorney-General 
Cummings adopted the somewhat 
unusual procedure of speaking first, 
defending the Government position 
before arguments of challenging 
counsel were heard. He cited “two 
fundamental principles” which he 
thought buttressed the Govern- 
ment’s case—first, that the consti- 
tutionality of a statute is to be pre- 
sumed until the contrary is clear- 
ly shown, and, seccnd, that in se- 
lecting a means to exercise its pow- 
er, Congress has wide discretion 
and its judgment will not be over- 
turned unless clearly arbitrary and 
capricious, 

Gold and Public Interest. 


After brief discussion of the le- 
gal questions, leaving the burden of 
argument on that line to his asso- 
ciates, he turned to the economic 
conditions confronting the country 
when President Roosevelt took of- 
fice in March, 1933. It was his 
view that the various steps taken 
thereaffer to alleviate economic 
distress should be considered as a 
whole and against the background 
of the troubled times. 

From this he argued that in the 
contention of complainants that 
they had been deprived of property 
rights without due process of law, 


i“due process” should be interpreted 


to mean the “reasonableness” of 
legislative procedure. 

“Gold is affected with a public 
interest,” he asserted, “and gold 
contracts are dealing with the very 
essence Of sovereignty and seeking 
to take away some of that sover- 
eignty.” He and his associates ar- 
gued that to uphold the gold con- 
tracts would be to fetter or destroy 
the power of Congress over coinage 
and its value and take away some 
of the attributes of sovereignty. 
But the question of sovereignty 
was later turned back at Govern- 
—, wir sor with entirely differ- 
nt implications, in e

Questions From the Bench. 

The Axtorney-General was not 
subjected to questioning by the 
Court, but when Stanley Reed, gen- 
eral counsel of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, was making a 
plea for the Government against 
enforcement of the gold clause in 
the Missouri Pacific bonds (the 
RFC being a large creditor of the 


railroad), and had cited the power. 


of Congress to regulate money, Jus- 
tice Sutherland began the interro- 
gation. 


“No one doubts the power of Con- 
gress to regulate money,” he said. 
I thought the question (here) was 
whether this is a regulation of 
money. Has Congress the power to 
change the amount of the debt?” 

Reed replied that the law can- 
celing the gold clause did not have 
the effect of changing the amount 
of the debt. Then Justice McReyn- 
olds wanted to know what had been 
the “intention” of the parties to 
the contract. Reed replied the 
meaning of the clause, giving the 
holders of the bonds the right to 
require payment in gold coin of a 
particular content, was plain, but 
he thought the parties had not con- 
sidered that gold would be wholly 
withdrawn from circulation at the 
time of payment. 

When Reed added that payment 
could be made on a dollar for dollar 
basis in currency, Justice Butler in- 
quired: 

“What was borrowed?” 

“So many dollars,” Reed replied. 

“But of a certain gold content,” 
Justice Butler observed. “If you 
change the name of a silver dime to 
a dollar, then can you provide for 
payment in dimes?” 


Bonds Sold on Promise. 

On the point of “what was bor- 
rowed,” James H. McIntosh, who 
argued for enforcement of the gold 
clause, in behalf of the bond trus- 
tees, said that if the specific gold 
clause had not been written in, the 
railroad could not have sold the 
bonds and thus borrowed the mon- 
ey. The bonds were issued in 1903 
shortly after the Bryan “free silver” 
campaign had unsettled the money 
markets. 

“The borrowers (railroad) knew 
they could not get the money, for 
30 years, unless the bonds §safe- 
guarded the interests of the lend- 
ers,’ McIntosh said. “They, the 
railroad, wrote that clause into the 
bonds, The gold clause is the very 
basis of the industrial progress of 
the country.” 

Chief Justice Hughes asked Mc- 
Intosh if he construed the bond as 
a contract to pay in gold bullion. 

“No, but as a measure of the 
sum to be paid in currency,” Mc- 
Intosh replied. 

“It is rather important, is it not, 
to determine what was the inten- 
tion of the parties?” the Chief Jus- 
tice continued. 

McIntosh agreed, but insisted the 
conditions at the time of issuance 
showed that the parties intended 
that the gold clause should be a 
measure of the value. 

The Chief Justice wanted to 
know what was meant by the word 
“value”; did it mean what a dol- 
lar would buy, or the actual gold 
content of the currency in ques- 
tion ? 

McIntosh replied that the posi- 
tion of those seeking to prove the 
law canceling the gold clauses un- 
constitutional was that the value 
was the gold content as of the date 
of the issue of the security. 

In support of this construction, 
McIntosh cited the Brazilian and 
Yugoslavian decisions of the Per- 
manent Court of International Jus- 
tice at The Hague, which upheld 
gold clauses, to the benefit of 
French bondholders. Incidentally, 
Chief Justice Hughes was a mem- 
ber of The Hague court at the time 
and joined with the majority. 

Legal Tender Cases. 

Government counsel . obviously 
drew some satisfaction from a 
question that Chief Justice Hughes 
put to Reed after the latter had 
asserted that in his opinion Con- 
gress had the power to make the 
value of the dollar whatever it de- 
termined. 

“Was it not the decision in the 
Legal Tender cases,” the chief Jus- 
tice asked, “that dollars borrowed 
on a gold basis could be repaid on 
a paper basis?” 

That was true, Reed said, but he 
agreed with Justice McReynolds 
who pointed out that no_- gold 
clause, no specific obligation to pay 
in gold, was involved in those cases, 

Justice Butler inquired whether, 
“If gold coins were now in circu- 
lation, the bondholders would be 
entitled to payment in gold dol- 
lars?” Reed thought they would 
be. 

The Chief Justice led Edward J. 
White of St. Louis, general counsel 
for the Missouri Pacific, into a 
difficult situation when he asked 
White, making an argument against 
the gold clause, what would be the 
effect of upholding the gold clause 
with respect to the power of Con- 
gress to regulate. money; would it 
“fetter” congressional power? 

“The power not only would be 
fettered; it would be annihilated,” 
White replied. 

“Just show that,” the Chief Jus- 
tice requested. 

By way of response White ob- 
served that one had merely to look 
at the effect on the railroads. 

“But look at the effect on the 
bondholders,” Justice McReynolds 
interjected.

The argument in the Missouri Pa-j 


cific case applied generally to 
Baltimore & Ohio ane ve oft on 
the latter was regarded as particu- 
larly important because of the 
wording of the gold clause which 
read, “Payment of the principal 
and interest on this bond will be 
made ...in gold coin of the Unit- 
ed States of America of, or, equal 
to the standard of weight and fine- 
ness existing on Feb. 1, 1930.” The 
date was more than three years 
before enactment of the gold clause 
abrogation law. 

“Warehouse Receipt” Theory. | 

In the case of Nortz, who con- 
tended he was entitled to a total of 
$179,140 for the $106,300 of gold cer- 
tificates that he turned into the 
Treasury, his attorney, Otto C. Som- 
merich, argued the gold certificates 
were essentially “warehouse _re- 
ceipts” for specified quantities of 
gold coin. On the face of each 
$1000 certificate was the wording, 
“This certifies that there has been 
deposited in the Treasury of the 
United States of America $1000 in 
gold coin payable to the bearer on 
demand.” 

Justice Sutherland asked Som- 
merich if he was suing on the 
ground that the Government ap- 
propriated the certificates when it 
required that they be turned in in 
exchange for currency. 

Sommerich replied that he and 
his client were proceeding on two 
theories: “That the Government 
broke its contract, and also that it 
took our property.” He argued 
that the gold certificate law re- 
quired that the gold deposited to 
secure the certificates be used for 
no other purpose and that they 
were, “in fact mere warehouse re- 
ceipts for the gold deposited.” 

The Chief Justice wanted to 
know if the certificates were issued 
in exchange for bullion, but Som- 
merich said for deposit of gold coin. 
In answer to a question by Justice 
Van Devanter, Sommerich said his 
client was not the person who had 
deposited the coin, and Justice Van 
Devanter then established that the 
certificates were turned in under 
compulsion. 

MacLean Questioned. 

Assistant Solicitor-General Mac- 
Lean was subjected to sharp ques- 
tioning from the bench during his 
arguments opposing Sommerich. 
The gist of his opening rgument 
was that the sovereignty of the 
United States was involved in the 
suit. 

Justice Sutherland interrogated 
him specifically as to the nature 
of a gold certificate. “Do you say,” 
he asked, “that it is not property? 
Do you say it is not a contract? If 
there is an enforced substitution of 
money of less value, is it taking 
without compensation? That is the 
question.’ 

MacLean replied that Congress 
could recall any particular kind of 
money and replace it with another 
kind of he same legal tenderabil- 
ity. He referred to the Ling Su 
Fan case (218 VU. S. 302) but the 
court pointed out to. him that in 
that -case“They did not take his 
silver.” 

MacLean denied that there had 
been a “taking” amounting to con- 
fiscation. “If the Government,” he 
said, “has to pay an appreciated 
market value of its money to call 
it in, certainly the money power 
of Congress (to “coin money and 
regulate the value thereof”) is ob- 
structed.” 

Gold and Certificates. 

Justice Van Devanter then called 
attention to the Gold Certificate 
law authorizing the Secretary >f 
the Treasury to receive deposits of 
gold coins and to issue certificates 
with the specific requirement that 
“the coin so deposited shall be re- 
tained in the Treasury and held for 
payment of such certificates on de- 
mand, and used for no other pur- 
pose.” 

MacLean replied that if the quot- 
ed passage were conclusive, it would 
mean that the gold reserve main- 
tained to protect all currencies 
could be used only for one type of 
currency and that this would con- 
stitute obstruction of the power of 
Congress to regulate the value of 
money. 

“It is not my understanding,” he 
said, “that a certificate is a receipt 
for so much gold.” 

“But it says so,” Justice Suther- 
land observed. 

“Our position is,” MacLean con- 
tinued, “that a certificate does not 
confer on the holder any property 
right in it, as it is subject to the 
paramount power of Congress.” 

Justice Sutherland then re- 
marked: “This certificate was more 
than a receipt. It was also a prom- 
ise.” 

“I do not agree,” MacLean de- 
clared, “that it was a contract en- 
tered into in a proprietary sense.” 

“What do you mean by that?” 
Justice Van Devanter asked. 

MacLean said that it was not 
like a contract entered into by the 
Government for the construction 
of buildings. 

“Suppose that the building con- 
tract called for payment in gold,” 
Justice Van Devanter suggested. 

“Before answering that question,” 
MacLean replied, “let me go fur- 
ther. Suppose there were a thou- 
sand such contracts and the gold 
reserve of the country were en- 
dangered. I think that Congress 
could substitute another currency.” 

The Justice then inquired wheth- 
er Congress had exercised such 
power on Jan. 27, 1934, when Con- 
gress authorized the President to 
change the gold content of the dol- 
lar, and MacLean replied, “There 
was no such depreciation then.” 

“The question you are asked to 
answer,” Sutherland pursued, “is 
assuming such depreciation.” 

MacLean thought it was imma- 
terial to the position of one trying 
to sue the Government on such an 
obligation, because there was no 
market for gold in the country. 

“Therefore, you say it had no 
value?” Justice Van Devanter in- 
quired. 

“No,” replied the hard-pressed as- 
sistant Solicitor-General, “but your 
honor will take judicial notice that 


mined gold...We take the position 
that the Government can absolutely 
change its money standard when- 
ver it sees fit.” 

Argument on Perry Claim. 
The claim of Perry for $16,931 in 
currency for his $10,000 of Liberty 
bonds was warmly argued. It was 
here that Chief Justice Hughes en- 
gaged in the pointed colloquy with 
MacLean, previously quoted, as to 
where, if anywhere, the power of 
Congress to alter the bond could be 
found. 

Insisting that the Government 
had acted in its sovereign capacity, 
MacLean declared that “while sov- 
ereign acts performed for the gen- 
eral good may work injury on some 
individuals, the Government cannot 
be held for damages.” 

He added that the Government 
could not bind itself in contracts in 
such a way as to limit its authority. 
Again Chief Justice Hughes in- 
terrupted. 

“Is it not the very essence of 
sovereignty to be able to bind a 
sovereign state in a contract to bor- 
row money?” he asked. 


“Essence of Sovereignty.” 

MacLean admitted this might be 
true, and the Chief Justice con- 
tinued: 
“But does not the validity of in- 
ternational law depend, as a mat- 
ter of international law, on the 
power of a sovereign state issuing 
obligations to bind itself to repay 
those obligations and, in doing so, 
to fix conditions of the payment? Is 
it not the very essence of sover- 
eignty for a government to be able 
to contract, since it may be neces- 
Sary to do so in the interest of its 
own security?” 

“I think that as a matter of in- 
ternational law and as between 
sovereign states that is true,” Mac- 
Lean replied, “but international law 
in no way binds or controls a state 
in such sieps as it may take to 
equalize the value of its own me- 
dium of exchange.” 

The Chief Justice then asked: 
“But you would not say as a mat- 
ter of international law a govern- 
ment could repudiate its own obli- 
gations?” | 

“I maintain,” MacLean replied, 
“that the obligations here are ob- 
ligations to pay in dollars. The 
Government fixed a standard and 
the Government is not irrevocably 
bound not to change that stand- 
ard.” 

Denies There Was “Taking.” 

MacLean contended there had 
been no “taking” by the-Govern- 
ment of the property of the bond- 
holders; that the Government had 
not “repudiated” anything; that 
what was done “did not depreciate 
the value of these securities one 
iota.” 

“You say there was no ‘taking’ 
at all?” Justice Butler inquired. 
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MacLean answered:that the proc- | 


ess was not like a condemnation 
suit, but was a conversion of cur- 
rency from one form to another, 
the exercise of a sovereign power. 

“But these bonds were called in 
1934," the Chief Justice \observed, 
“and when surrendered the holders 
received something less than their 
value when issued.” 

MacLean said that the Chief Jus- 
tice’s query again brought up the 
question of “payment in so many 
dollars.” “The holder said to the 
Government: Here is the bond and 
I Want so many dollars,” MacLean 
argued, “and the Government gave 
him the dollars. This in no wise 
affected the value of the bond it- 
self.” 

“Our position,” MacLean went on 
to say, “is that if these gold clause 
provisions are taken literally the in- 
dividuals holding those bonds would 
be able to say to the Government: 
‘You must maintain a certain posi- 
tion of standards regardless of any 
situation that might exist.’ That is 
not consistent with sovereignty.” 

“What about the power of the 
Government to pledge the credit of 
the United States?” Justice Stone 
asked. 

“Of course, the Government has 
that power,” MacLean replied, “and 
it creates an obligation to pay in 
dollars.” 

“That is not what the bond says,” 
Justice Stone observed. 

Following the argument, which 
took three days, and in view of 
Attorney-General Cummings’ pre- 
diction of “chaos” if the decision 
should be against the Government, 
there was much speculation in gov- 
ernmental quarters as to the possi- 
ble consequences, whatever way the 
issues might be decided—whether 
for the Government on all points, 
or against it on all points, or 
against it as to Government 
contracts and for it as to private 
contracts. Administration officials 
naturally had nothing to say as to 
their plans. 

Some observers took the view 
that the Attorney-General had over- 
drawn the picture of chaos; that in 
case of decision against the Gov- 
ernment there would be no more 
disturbance than when devaluation 
was ordered; that the logical thing 
would be for the Government to re- 
turn promptly to the 254-5 grain 
dollar—the old standard. 

Whatever disturbance, if any, 
that would follow qa decision ad- 
verse to the Government, these ob- 
servers thought, would be a tem- 
porary one in foreign trade—the 
only field of industry that had been 
materially benefited by the deval- 
uation program. 

It was suggested in some quar- 
ters that the Government could nul- 
lify the effects of a decision for en- 
forcement of payment in the equiv- 


alent of gold value by having Con- 
gress hurriedly enact a tax of 69 
per cent on all payments made on 
that basis, thus destroying the ad- 
vantage of insisting on a premium 
payment in currency. It has even 


been suggested that Congress hasti- ' . 


ly propose a constitutional amend- 
ment to confer the specific power 
sought to be exercised and seek 
speedy approval of states whose 
legislatures are now in session. 

Two other proposals have been 
discussed, but it is difficult to see 
how they could be attempted in 
view of the administration’s repeat- 
ed declarations that it intends to 
stay within the framework of the 
Constitution. One is for “passive 
resistance” to an adverse decision, 
that is, to ignore the opinion of the 
Court. The other is to change the 
complexion of the Court by having 
Congress increase its membership. 
enabling the President to pack it 
with justices favorable to his view. 
The 8 to 1 decision of the Court 
against the Government in the oil 
regulation cases appears to have 
silenced this plan which, in fact, 
was never seriously considered. 

In case of a return to the old 
gold standard, with gold payments 
enforced, it is doubtful that many 
creditors would want gold. 

Of course, a decision favorable to 
the Government would not mate- 
rially alter the present situation. 

What the decision will be is 
safely guarded within the minds 
of the now silent justices. 

It may be noted that the six who 
joined in the questioning of coun- 
sel were Chief Justice Hughes and 
Justices Sutherland, McReynolds, 
Van Devanter, Butler and Stone. 
Those who asked no questions were 
Justices Brandeis, Cardozo and 
Roberts.

Laredo-Mexico City 
Highway Conditions 
Reported in Detail 


Stretch of 534 Miles Now Open Rec- 
ommended as Highly Interest- 
ing for Motoring. 


A detailed description of condi- 
tions on the new highway from La- 
redo, Tex., to Mexico City as re- 
ported for late December by Wil- 
liam C. Garner, who made a thor- 


ough survey trip for the Studebak- 
er Corporation of America, is print- 
ed below. Garner warns that a 68- 
mile stretch of the road—from Ta- 
mazunchale to Jacala—is impassable 
and is barred to tourists. However, 
he recommends the 534-mile Laredo- 
Tamazunchale trip as possibly the 
most interesting open to American 
motorists. Garner’s report on the 
various sections of the Laredo-Mex- 
ico City highway, which may be 
opened all the way through by 
June, follows: 

Laredo, Tex., to Montemorelos, 
Old Mexico, 194 miles: Asphalt pav- 
ing heavily impregnated with 
crushed rock. Perfectly smooth, 
wide enough for three cars side by 
side. Any speed possible on Amer- 
ican concrete roads possible here. 
Speed limit by law, 50 miles an hour. 

Montemorelos to Villa Juarez, Old 
Mexico, 209 miles: Triple rock bal- 
last bound with heavy oil. High 
epeeds feasible, but speed limit con- 
tinuously 50 miles per hour and 
slowed down to 30 and 20 miles in 
the mountain passes, which are low 
and of such grades that the travel 
is all in high gear. Villa Juarez is 
two and one-half miles to the east. 

Villa Juarez to Tamazunchale, 
131 miles: Road under light con- 
struction. All has preliminary coat- 
ing of rock and some with second 
and third being installed in sec- 
tions. Speed of 30 to 40 miles an 
hour feasible. Beginning about 50 
miles south of Villa Juarez at Valles 
and continuing to Tamazunchale, 
five new bridges are under con- 
struction. The total mileage of de- 
tours around these bridges is about 
10 miles. Three of the rivers are 
crossed on delightful ferries, and 
two on single-track bridges on the 
preliminary road. Caution is neces- 
Sary on these detours and crossings: 

Where Road Is Impassable. 

Tamazunchale to Jacala, 68 miles: 
Mountain road under heavy con- 
struction. Physically impassable 
and barred to tourists by edict of 
the Highways Commission. There 
are no detours by which one can 
go around. There is only the one 
road. The pathway to Mexico City 
is completely blocked beyond Ta- 
mazunchale. Don’t try it, even with 
permission. It’s terrific. The Stude- 
baker Pathfinder made 25 miles in 
eight hours of driving the first day 
of this section beyond Tamazunchale 
and between 13 and 15 miles the 
second day. Second day, 13 by car 
and two on foot, to a sleeping place 
while waiting overnight for road 
clearances. 

Jacala to Ismiquilpan, 62 miles: 
Mountain road, full width for three 
cars side by side, all with the first 
and some with the second layer of 
rock ballast. Maximum speed of 50 
miles per hour on straight sections, 
which are few, and with slowdowns 
for curves, which are many. This 
section is scenically delightful. 

Ismiquilpan to Mexico City, 100 
miles: Asphalt and rock paving. 
Maximum speed perfectly feasible. 
Maximum allowable speed in this 
section by law 46 instead of 50 
miles per hour. 

All of the feasible road, that is 
all but the blocked 68 miles, is an 
easy high gear pull, mountains and 
all... The completed road will have 
maximum grades of 6 per cent. 
Twice that is still a high gear pull. 

Details for the Motorist. 

“If one wants a pleasant vacation, 
there is not a better journey than 
the 534 miles from Laredo. Tex., to 
Tamazunchale,” Garner says. “The 


country is more foreign than any | 


of the countries of Europe. They 
have been, in part, Anglicized. Mex- 
ico, except Mexico City, has not. 
One will see, in full life, the oldest 
civilizations on the American conti- 
nent. He will see jungle as thick 
and as full of game as any in 
Africa. He will see coconut, date 
and plain palm, mangoes, papia, za- 
pote, oranges and a new fruit, the 
sweet lemon, coffee and pineapple.

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Movie Comics 
Not So Funny 
Off the Screen

HE business of being a screen 

comic is a rather serious affair, 

as you would discover if you 
came face to face with almost any 
of the men who are supposed to 
keep the world laughing. With the 
possible exception of Jack Oakie 
and the Marx brothers, who never 
forget that they are comedians, the 
high-salaried clowns of the cinema 
are strictly business when not on 
parade—and it is not funny busi- 
ness. 

Will Rogers, in any crowd, can 
get a laugh whenever he wants to 
but rarely goes after it. He prefers 
to talk politics, in which he is real- 
ly deeply interested, or polo ponies 
and is perfectly willing to sit back 
and be a good listener in a gath- 
ering of men as well-posted on na- 
tional affairs as he is. 

Ww. C. Fields, strictly slapstick 
when facing a camera, is anything 
but that in private life. One of the 
best story tellers, with gestures, in 
the movie colony, he is a prince of 
entertainers when the occasion 
seems to demand it but he would 
much rather talk about his San 
Fernando rancho. 

Ned Sparks, the _ serious-faced 
comic of the screens is just as seri- 
ous looking in every day life. He 
admits suffering from a rather 
wide variety of ailments at all times 
and much prefers to discuss them 
and their possible cures than to 
make puns. In fact, he never makes 
puns at all unless a scenario writer 
puts them in his part and his raspy 
screen voice is not assumed for 
laughing purposes, He talks that 
way all the time.

Jin PENNER is anything but 


laughable off the screen. His 

cigar and his funny hat, his 
inane voice and his silly questions 
play no part in his private life. 
Even his comedy duck is left in 
charge of a caretaker and when 
Joe leaves the studio he becomes 
@ very serious young man. Retiring 
and shy almost beyond belief for 
‘an actor, he is afraid to meet peo- 
ple, dodges interviewers and wants 
to be alone. He brightens up at a 
word of praise for his work and 
actually grieves over criticism. Not 
that he resents it as being untrue. 
To the contrary he thinks that it is 
true and that he has made a fail- 
ure. 

Like W. C. Fields, Charlie Rug- 
gles is a rancher with a small place 
out in the San Fernando Valley. 
The minute his work before the 
cameras is through he _ hurries 
home, puts on his farming clothes 
and gets down to the sort of toil 
he enjoys most. His smart quips 
are forgotten among his fruit trees 
and his chickens. To date his orange 
grove has cost him a lot of money. 
His up-to-date “hennery,’ on the 
other hand, shows a small but reg- 
ular profit, for Charlie sells eges 
by the wholesale and kniuws the 
value of farm pro@uce even better 
than he knows ine value of a wise 
crack.

Triumphs on Broadway 
LISABETH BERGNER, known to St. Louis 
E audiences and to all American audiences out- 
side of New York only for her performance in 
the English film, ‘‘Catherine the Great,’’ has scored 
a personal triumph on Broadway unequaled since 
Helen Hayes appeared in ‘‘Coquette”’ in 1927. 

Making her debut last Tuesday night in ‘‘Escape 
Me Never,” the tiny Austrian actress drew a high- 
ly praiseful response from the critics. Her role 
it that of a homeless, unmoral waif who attaches 
herself to an irresponsible musician (played by 
Hugh Sinclair) and remains devoted to him, in 
poverty and hardship, while he dallies with ladies 
of wealth and leisure. 

Miss Bergner, who was born in Vienna, has been 
on the stage in Germany, France and England, 
taking parts that have served for Lynn Fontanne, 
Ina Claire and others in the United States. Her 
motion pictures have been banned in Germany by 
the Nazi authorities. 

One of the few stars ever imported by the 
Theater Guild, Miss Bergner is even now under 
contract to a Hollywood studio and will leave 
New York after a limited engagement. Described 
as a tiny, blonde and “‘not at all beautiful’ by one 
New York reviewer, the actress nevertheless was 
able to put such animation into her acting that she 
was an immediate success last Tuesday night. 

Like Maude Adams, she has a reputation for be- 
ing unapproachable in private life, but without 
any desire for exploitation of that characteristic. 
She is the wife of Paul Czinner, a director, and 
lives in a hidden apartment, disliking interviews 
but not entirely refusing to give them. 
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NOTHER of Broadway’s recent hits is “‘The 
A Petrified Forest,’’ a new play by Robert Sher- 


wood, who wrote “The Road to ‘Rome,”

N impression remains with me, 

after seeing “David Copper- 

field” at Loew’s State, that I 
have now met those delightful peo- 
ple—David, Aunt Betsey Trotwood, 
Nurse Peggotty, Uncle Dan and 
Agnes—in whom I found such joy 
when I read the book. Dickens, 
who avowed that “David Copper- 
field” was his favorite creation, 
wrote vividly of all of them. And 
now the motion pictures take hold 
of the original manuscript, appar- 
ently, clip a few shattering pages 
and forever preserve the others 
with the celluloid invention. The 
screen has a thousand forms, hav- 
ing taken over both those of the 
stage and of the printing press. 
“David Copperfield” is of the press. 
It is long, perhaps too long, and 
could it be seen in two sittings, 
would be better appreciated. It 
has no three-act motive but merely 
recounts the life of David from his 
birth to his second marriage, in a 
manner as charming as well-sung 
Christmas ___ carols. Characters, 
rather than incidents, are impor- 
tant. My favorite is the 10-year- 
old newcomer, Freddie Bartholo- 
mew, who was selected out of 10,- 
000 boys to play the young David. 
So dignified, brave, trustful and al- 
ways alive is he that it is a regret 
to see him grow up, although the 
matching of faces isso skillful 
that he easily becomes Frank Law- 
ton. Lawton also is a genuine Da- 
vid. Edna May Oliver, as Aunt 
Betsey, never gives the audience a 
hint that she knows she is acting. 
W. C. Fields, I am certain, is a 
lineal descendant of Micawber, with 
a strong dose of ancestry. Equally 
brilliant are Roland Young, the so- 
phisticate, as the crafty Uriah 
Heep, Lewis Stone as Mr. Wick- 
field, Maureen O'Sullivan as the 
shallow and lovely Dora. Again, 
the matching of faces in Basil 
Rathbone and Violet Kemble- 
Cooper, as the Murdstones, is a 
work of genius. The whole cast is 
Superb and I will not be so craven, 
nor so foolish, as to check up de- 
tails with the book.

FEDERAL LAND BANK SALES 
SHOW BETTER FARM PRICES 


The price of farm land is advanc- 
ing, according to James-M. Huston, 
vice-president and treasurer of the 
Federal Land Bank of St. Louis, 
who stated yesterday that, despite 
drouth and crop shortage, the bank 
realized 19 per cent more per acre 
for farms sold in 1934 than that 
obtained in 1933. 

The average price per acre of the 
515 farms sold by the Land Bank 
last year was $22.61, as compared 
with $19 in 1933. These farms are 
located in Illinois, Missouri and Ar- 
kansas. The sales followed the 
area of best crops, fewer sales be- 
ing reported in sections most af- 
fected by drouth. 

“Although 117 fewer sales were 
reported in 1934 than for the pre- 
vious year, the price obtained was 
enough higher to make the total 
volume almost the same,” Huston 
said. “The 515 farms sold brought 
$1,566,941, whereas 632 farms sold 
in 1933 for $1,601,000.” 

A larger proportion of the 1934 
sales were to farmers and local buy- 
ers, but there were many to city 
men who purchased as an invest- 
ment. Under the sales terms and 
policy of the bank, 34 per cent of 
the purchase price was paid in cash.

And on top of them the ‘‘sedimentary’”’ 
layers—the oceans and the many strata laid down 
in the ages since the earth’s crust hardened—are 
but dust and rain drops on the apple’s skin. The 
wrinkling of the crust has turned up the edges of 
these layers as one may fold the pages of a book 
with the edges upward, and in each of these 
pages geologists read a chapter in the history of 
the globe. 

Some of the ‘‘pages’’ are dated, for they con- 
tain radioactive substances which disintegrate 
ata known rate. The oldest page clearly legi- 
ble is thus dated at 1,230,000,000 years ago. 

This page bears traces of full-grown rivers, 
and there are pages lower, and therefore 
older, by at least 250,000,000 years. But 
all radioactivity would have played itself 
out in 3,400,000,000 years, and so the age 
of the earth is estimated at certainly less 
than that, and probably much less. If, 
Says Sir James, the age of the earth is 
represented by all the letters in a 500- 
page book, then the whole Christian 

era is less than the last letter, and 
“your life or mine’ is less than the 

final period. 


ROM the undated frontispiece, 
Fr rrovanis two billion years ago, 

geologists thumb through page 
after page until, somewhere 
around the first dated page, 1230 
million years ago, they find trac- 
es of carbon—‘“presumptive evi- 
dence’ of the humblest life. 
They scan pages more before 
they come upon the first fossil 
remains, 500 to 1000 million 
years ago, and not until the 
last page——the last million 
years—-do they find any 
trace of man. 

For hundreds of thou- 
sands of years he lives no 
better than the animals.

and outer layers-——the atmos- 
phere. Unsubstantial as it seems, 
there is always, as the ordinary 
barometer weighs it for us, about 
as much substance in the miles of 
atmosphere over-head as in a layer 
of mercury 30 inches thick, or in 

144 quarter-inch blankets of lead. 
Since we could not see through leaden 
blankets, it may seem a lucky acci- 
dent that we can see through the equal- 
ly substantial atmosphere. But it is not 
an accident. The red light at the lower 
end of the visible spectrum has a wave 
length of 33,000 to the inch. The violet 
light at the opposite end is made up of 
waves just half as long, or an octave high- 


30 miles an hour, and a half-pound 
meteor strikes with the force of a 70- 
mile-an-hour all-stee! train. 

Temperature and atmosphere, again, 
are major considerations in visiting 
the planets, especially the earth’s 
‘“‘twin sister,’’ Venus, brightest ‘star’”’ 
in the heaven., and the earth’s ‘‘little 
brother,’’ Mars. Venus averages only 
about 90 degrees hotter than the 
earth. It is heavy enough to retain 
the molecules of the atmosphere. But 
its ‘‘air,’’ like leaden blankets, shuts 
out the octave of light visible to earth- 
men, and aiso the infra-red and ultra- 
violet that photographic plates can see 
at the ends of the scale. 

Its opaque 
clouds show no 


trace of oxygen, 
and—since vegeta- 
tion drinks up car- 
bon dioxide and 
produces oxygen, 
just as animals 
breathe oxygen in 
and breathe car- 
bon dioxide out— 
Sir James thinks 
that may mean 
there is no vege- 
tation on Venus. 
Even so, “it may 
appear in due 
course, and, by 
supplying the at- 
mosphere with 
oxygen, may open 
the road to higher 
and higher forms 
of life.

er. The sun emits radiation covering many octaves, but only 
the octave from red to violet passes in any great quantity 
through the atmosphere. Through millions of generations, 
life has been adjusting itself to the conditions it has to live 
under on this planet Radiation in that octave is the only 
one which has concerned it, and therefore the only one for 
which it has developed a visual ‘‘receiving set.’’ 
To human eyes, developed to fit conditions of the earth, the at- 
mospheres of other planets, consisting of different gases and ad- 
mitting different octaves of the sun's rays, are opaque. And eyes 
developed to suit those atmospheres would find our own “thick 
as lead.’’ 
The moon has no atmosphere. It has only two colors, white in the 
sunshine, black in the shade. Its temperature may fall to 250 de- 
grees below zero before sunrise, and may rise to more than 250 
degrees above zero when the sun is directly overhead. 
It has no atmosphere because the moon is small and its gravity is 
weak. A jumper could leap across Kingshighway or Lindell boule- 
vard or Olive street, if he were on the moon, with both sidewalks 
thrown in. Molecules of air would jump clear off the moon, out into 
space. And since there is no air, there is no water. Water boils at 
lower temperatures than 212 degrees, on mountain tops on the earth, 
where atmospheric pressure is reduced; on the moon, with no pressure, 
it would coolly boil off into space. 
But even these are not the most forbidding features of a visit to the 
moon. It is under constant bombardment of ‘‘shooting stars.'’ So is the 
earth, but here the atmosphere acts as a cushion and burns up the smaller 
ones with friction before they can reach the surface. More than 1,000,000 
a day crash into the moon at unabated speed of probably 30 miles a second, 
so that a tiny pellet has as much capacity for damage as an automobile at

past, Mars suggests what the earth 
may possibly be in the remote future.’’ 
Mars is smaller, with a weaker gravl- 
tational pull, but it has an atmosphere 
because it is farther from the sun. The 
molecules do not catch enough of the 
sun's energy to leap off into space. It 
has no more oxygen than Venus. White 
caps at the poles in winter may be ice, 
a sign of moisture, or they may be 
only ‘‘dry ice,’ frozen carbon dioxide. 
Most of the old reasons for specu- 
lating about Martian life have faded 
out. Changes of color with the sea- 
sons, once taken for the budding of 
Martian spring, now look more like 
rainfall on barren voleanic rock. The 
“‘canals’’ that caused most of the spec- 
ulation seem to have been products of 
eye strain and imagination. Midsum- 
mer temperature just south of the 
Martian equator may reach 60 degrees 
at noon, but drop to freezing before 
sunset and to 40 below zero at night. 
Sir James thinks we are less likely to 
meet Martians than to find ‘‘an unin- 
habited and inhospitable desert.”

NEW YORK. 
ICHELANGELO GEN TIL- 
CORE, who was young, ambi- 
tious and hot-tempered when 
he landed in America 25 years 
ago, sailed for his native Italy 
on the . Rex recently-—gray, 
middle-aged, poorer than when 
he arrived and bent under the accumu- 
lated weight of almost 23 years in an 
American penitentiary. 

Yet the years which had lain heav- 
ily upon him physically had enriched 
him mentally and spiritually and given 
him a consoling philosophy, and, most 
wonderful of all, his childhood sweet- 
heart, Maria Delando, had remained 
faithful and was waiting to marry him 
the minute he set foot on the soil of 
Naples. So Gentileore, a cobbler by 
trade, was ready to do his best to 
mend and repair the dream he had 
shattered almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury before by killing a man. That 
was what he was sent up to Stillwater 

(Minnesota) Penitentiary for——kill- 

ing a man in a brawl over money. It 

was to have been a life term, but 
Gentilcore’s model behavior won 
him a pardon with the proviso 
that he go back to Italy. 
Gentilcore was 23 when 

he packed up his 

poor belongings 
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Michelangelo 
Gentilcore. 


kissed his mother and his sweetheart 
good-by and fared forth to make his 
fortune in America. He assured them 
that in a few years he would be able 
to send them enough money to pay 
their passages over He. was strong, 
willing to work and he had a trade. 
He would save, as his mother had 
taught her only child to do. 

The year 1912 found Gentilcore 
working in Virginia, Minn., not soling 
and sewing shoes but swinging a pick 
in the mines.: It was hard work and it 
paid poorly. So far, he had saved only 
$80 toward his goal, which was not 
enough to pay steerage fares for those 
he loved. 

One night he missed the hoard and 
accused a fellow miner. The other 
man spat back a denial. Gentilcore’'s 
world swam and his head reeled. He 
picked up the nearest weapon, a min- 
er’s tool, and brought it crashing 
upon his associate’s head. The man 
collapsed and lay still. He was dead. 
On May 3, 1912, Gentilcore entered 
Stillwater prison to expfate his crime 
with a life behind the bars. His old 
trade of shoemaking was disclosed 
during the routine entrance question- 
ing and he was assigned to this work. 

Day after day, year after year, he 
sat at his bench hammering and 
stitching shoes. The World War was 
fought, emperors and kings were de- 
posed, thrones toppled and new na- 
tions were born while Gentilcore bent 
over his last. His mother grieved and 
died. 

But Maria Delando kept writing 
him, once each month, reiterating her 
love and encouraging him to hope for 
an ultimate release that would reunite 
them. Gentilcore read her letters over 
and over and then, with the permission 
of the Warden, saved them. He 
wrapped them in neat bundles and in 
time they filled a good-sized suitcase 

Meanwhile, he had not forgotten his 
crime. From his prison earnings he 
was ultimately able to pay $1500 to 
the widow of the man he had killed. 
This helped him to believe that he was 
not at heart a murderer, and the loy- 
alty of his sweetheart kept the spark 
of self-respect alive in his heart. 

Before his release, his case attract- 
ed the attention of Italian societies in 


came from Thomas P. Martin of Okia- 
homa City, chairman of the Oklahoma 
Good Roads Committee, with the note: 
“The best of luck to you and God bless 
your sweetheart.”’ 

According to Harry M. Walsh of St. 
Paul, attorney for Gentilecore, the re- 
leased prisoner's first act as he 
emerged from the penitentiary was to 
take a deep breath of winter air and 
smile broadly. Then he turned and 
waved up at the bleak walls, saying: 
‘‘Good-by.”’ 

‘It feels funny to be free,” he added 
as he stepped into the lawyer's auto- 
mobile. On the way to St. Paul, Walsh 
presented Gentilcore with his passport 
and ticket to Italy. 

Immigration guards met him in St. 
Paul and accompanied him to Ellis Is- 
land, since he was nominally still a 
prisoner until the Rex left port. Dur- 
ing the train ride east, Gentilcore 
once excitedly glued his face to the 
coach window to watch an airplane 
race alongside. 


OT. IS wonderful,’’ he exclaimed. 
“We heard them in _ prison. 
Their motors would roar. But 
this is the first time I ever saw one. 
They were not permitted to fly di- 
rectly over the prison grounds.”’ 

After a few days’ wait on Ellis Is- 
land, Gentilcore was brought to the 
Rex's pier at West Eighteenth street, 
Manhattan, for the sailing, accompa- 
nied by Inspector Charles R. Church 
and two immigration guards. Report- 
ers found Gentileore arranging his two 
suitcases in his third-class cabin. One 
suitease, he said, was full of his sweet- 
heart’s letters, which he would read 
over again with her many times. The 
other held the clothes and presents 
his friends had given him. 

“T shall find her, of course,”’ he said 
softly. ‘‘But first I must go to my 
uncle at Molinara and get a job. Then 
I will go to Naples and find Maria and 
we will be married. No, I have no 
photograph of her. Maria never had 
one taken. Perhaps she wished me to 
remember her as she was when I saw 
her last.”’ 

For a moment he was plunged in 
reverie. Then he brightened and said: 
‘‘Perhaps I shall even ask II Duce him- 
self fora job. Heis avery great man, 
from what I have read. 

‘All this world is very strange to 
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amount of money is worth the taking 
of a human life. That is a great les- 
son. I wish I had realized that when 
I was a young man. Just think what 
the lesson cost me! Almost every cent 
of the 25 cents a day I got for hard 
prison work went to the widow of the 
man I killed. Yet I was happy to 
pay it. 

‘‘T have learned, too, that beauty is 
not in the face and figure. Sometimes 
I think that Maria worries over that. 
She writes that when I see her again 
she will not be as slim as she was 25 
years ago. 

‘“‘Beauty is not in these things, I 
have learned, It is what is in one's 
heart that makes for beauty. She has 
waited for me and written me all these 
years, and | am sure we will be very 
happy.”’ | 

Milling crowds of fellow passengers 
shouldered past on their way to their 
cabins as the stocky man calmly re- 
cited his tale of pathos and penitence. 
Once he excused himself while he 
found his way to the ship's chapel to 
offer a prayer of thanksgiving. 

Returning, his face was radiant. 

“What was I saying? Oh, I think 
the world is getting better. People 
seem much better than when I first 
went behind the bars. Of course, 
human nature changes little, but just 
think, when I was ‘dressed in’ people 
were talking about the next great Eu- 
ropean war. It came and they killed 
one another. But now people talk of 
ending all wars. Perhaps they won't, 
but at least they are thinking of such 
a thing. They seem to be kindlier 
than before. You can feel it even in 
prison. The guards try to help a man 
more than they did in my first years.'’ 

Illiterate when~ convicted, Gentil 
core learned French and English in 
prison and was studying Latin when 


his pardon came. Besides, he was 


leader of the prison band. And he 


learned to play the piano and the 
clarinet. 

There was joy written all over his 
face when he waved farewell from the 
deck of the Rex as it slowly lumbered 
away from the pier. For the first time 
in 23 vears he was technically and 
actually free. 

‘‘My heart is gentle,’’ was one of the 
last things he said, which was almost 
a literal translation of his name, Gen- 
tilcore.

prevented his coming to America 
more than once in the past. He 
is terrified of colds and infections 
and spends much time looking for 
new doctors and new cures. But 
physically he is a mass of steel 
muscles, which he exercises daily 
before an qgpen window. And he 
is very proud of his. physical 
strength. He is a very short man, 
but athletic in appearance and 
manner. When he was in Lon- 
don to conduct the Philharmonic 
Orchestra, his rehearsals were cy- 
clonic. He had to have an inter- 
preter to translate euphemistical- 
ly his shrieking, Russian profanity 
into mild-mannered English. 

If Stravinsky has softened a 
trifle in his personality, he is still 
uncompromising as ever in his 
music. Now he is interested in 
the plain chant of the early 
church and other early ecclesiasti- 
cal forms. His critics say he is 
still no melodist, usually borrow- 
ing his themes from folk music, 
Street melodies and jazz tunes 
Even his admirers admit that his 
melodies are not the most out- 
standing part of his composition. 


LTHOUGH he has been in- 

fluenced by a large number 

of composers, he has exerted 
a far greater influence than he 
has absorbed. He is still vital- 
ly original, untrammeled and un- 
predictable. Those who know him 
best say that none of his eccen- 
tricities, musical or otherwise, are 
affectations. 

Although still as Russian as 
ever, Stravinsky's music has been 
becoming less nationalistic than 
it once was. He refuses to return 
to Russia, though the Soviet Govy- 
ernment has invited him, and last 
year became a French citizen. 
Slightly less social and restless 
than he used to be, he will settle 
permanently in an apartment near 
the President’s place in Paris, fill 
it with comfortable chairs and 
modern. paintings and remain 
there—-until he decides to live in 
another country. He is indiffer- 
ent about the Soviet and only in- 
sists on a place where his freedom 
to work in the spring and summer 
and make expensive shopping 
tours in the fall is unrestricted.
